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A SWISS RIFLE MEETING. 

The Swiss Rifle Union has not less than 2,000 sec- 
tions with a total of over 70,000 members. Every 
fourth year this Union organizes a grand rifle meeting, 
and for the meeting due this summer Lucerne has been 
accorded the honor of organizing the fete, which will 
be held from June 30 to July 11 inclusive. A large 
cantine, capable of accommodating 7,000 people, is being 
erected, and not far off 190 targets for rifles and 36 for 
revolvers are being prepared. Most of the various com- 
petitions are open to all comers, and on July 8 a grand 


international match for revolver shooting will take place. 
Prizes and premiums to the value of about 30,000 
will be given. 


This national fete will prove interesting to military 
men, for the Swiss sre admitted to be thoroughly trained 
citizen-riflemen, owiug to their inborn love of shooting 


competitions, handed down from generation to genera- 


tion since —— the crossbow, and to the encour- 
agement afforde r an excellent system of Government 
subsidized rifle clubs. 

It is to be noted, however, that high as is the average 
figure of merit of the Swiss Army in rifle shooting at 
short ranges, the long range shooting, and, generally 
8 ing, all firing of troops on the move, is istinctly 
below average of other European nations. 

The Boers are equally unpracticed in long range 
firing, their skill with the rifle having been obtained 
in shooting animals at distances of from eighty to one 
hundred yards. This raised in England the question 
as to the value of long range practice in musketry 
instruction. 
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ARMY OFFICERS’ RESPONSIBILITY. 


(From the Chicago Chronicle.) 

Officers of the Army who express themselves with 
much fluency on the subject of the abolition of the post 
canteens should remember that the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union is not to be held responsible for the 
maintenance of order on military reservations. Proba- 
bly the removal of the canteens was a mistake, but it 
does not necessarily follow that soldiers must now enter 
upon careers of unrestrained riot and drunkenness. 
Commanding officers at Army posts possess importaut 
police powers, and if their subordinates become too 
much demoralized by reason of the attractions of the 
groggeries which have sprung up near the reservations 
it is their duty to exercise their authority. Sharp criti- 
cism of temperance reformers may be justified at times, 
for they are not always correct in their methods or their 
conclusions. There will be better ground for criticising 
the Army itself if it shall pettishly accept the abolition 
of the canteens as a sufficient reason for ignoring ruf- 
fianism among the enlisted men. 
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OUR ARMY TRANSPORTS. 


The Army transports range in size from the Ingalls 
of 1,147 tons, and a carrying capacity of 26 officers and 
men, up to Grant of 5,658 tons, and the Sheridan of 
5,673 tons, the former with accommodation for 68 offi- 
cers and 1,836 men, and the latter accommodating 93 
officers and 1,843 men. Six of the transports are of 
from 5,000 to 6,000 tons, these being the Grant, Han- 
cock, Logan, Meade, Sheridan and Sherman; three, the 
Crook, Sedgwick and the Warren, are of between 4,000 


and 5,000 tons burden; six vessels, the Buford, Kil- 
patrick, Lawton, Relief, Sumner and McPherson, meas- 
ure from 3,000 to 4,000 tons burden; while five vessels, 
the Burnside, Egbert, McClellan, Rawlins and Rose- 





crans, are of from 2,000 to 3,000 tons. Of the chartered 
ships, two. the Intliana of 2,484 tons, and the Pennsy!- 
vania of 3,166 tons, are used as troop eS the 
other nine, which are vessels of from 3, to 5,000 
tons displacement, are used for the transportation of 
horses, mules and live stock. The chartered vessels, for 
charter alone, according to the New York “Marine 
Journal,” cost from $650 to $700 per day. .

Duties of the Medical Department of an Independent 
Brigade in Action—Showing the work at the front by a 
brigade section of an ambulance company: 

. The establishment of the dressing station in a 
sheltered place near the front out of range of infantry 
and aimed artillery fire. Patients are here made ready 
for transportation to the field hospital at the rear. 
Wounded are classified and tagged, light nourishment 
is provided, urgent operations are performed, dressings 
inspected and reapplied where necessary, and those un- 
able to bear further transportation are detained and 
eared for. 

_2. The establishment of an ambulance station. A 
site is selected as near the firing line as safety will 
permit, where ambulances can come. The wounded as 
they are brought in from the field by the litter bearers 
are inspected, their immediate wants attended to, and 
are then loaded into the ambulances for transportation 
to the dressing station. 

3. The work on the firing line. The litter bearers go 
forward from the ambulance station. The wounded are 
cared for, and wounds dressed, and they are then carried 
by bearers to the ambulance station. 

The objects of first aid in the field: To stop severe 
hemorrhage; to counteract shock; to apply an antiseptic 
primary dressing to wounds; to immobilize fractures: 
to transport to a place of safety. 7

SUGGESTIONS AS TO TRUTH TELLING. 
At Large, May 17, 1901. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

I wonder if it never strikes the general public as being 
strange that of all the adverse criticism heard and read 
regarding the providing for, treatment and manoeuvering 
of our trooops m the field, none comes from those who 
are in any way connected with the Service; that in their 
consideration of what our troops are doing, the manner 
in which they are doing it, and in which they are pro- 
yided with supplies, the comment is made by some paid 
writer for the civil journals they chance to read; that 
the official reports upon these same matters are made 
and certified to by officers whose certification is equiva- 
lent to their oath, to the several departments to which 
they belong; that the civil journals are conspicuous by 
their exclusion of these official reports from their col- 
umns, while they publish in bold headlines the unofficial, 
imaginative scribblings of an individual who earns his 
daily bread by just such prevarications. 

If these journals and periodicals have not the means 
or inclination to ascertain the facts as they exist, it 
seems that it would be a wise step, and preserve their 


credit as reliable news distributors, if they would with- 
hold from publication such articles as they receive from 
their contributors until they are verified or contradicted 
by the Army and Navy Journal, whose information, 
coming as it dees from the official records, which make 
the history of the Service, is authentic and reliable. 
The officers of the several departments of the Service 
are not newspaper correspondents, and their articles 
would not be accepted by the majority of the papers if 
they were, for their official oath requires them to tell the 
truth, and to depart from that would be to hazard their 
commissions; but they do submit, each to his respective 
department, the facts as to the deficiencies, the require- 
ments, the adequacy or inadequacy of supplies and trans- 


portation and the efficie of officers and men. 

These reports are reliable; they are ce: 
writer upon his honor as an officer and a gentleman and 
are true. It is through them that the deficiencies and the 
requirements of the jee are made manifest and over- 
come, and the obsolete systems of the past replaced by 
our present superior methods. After having reached the 
departments to which they —— they become public 
property; therefore no paper can intrench itself behind 
the breastworks of ignorance as to the existing facts. 

The — journals have gained their enviable repu- 
tation for reliability by withholding both glamouring or 
despairing reports yntil they have been verified, and it 
seems that newspapers, magazines, etc., are too impor- 
tant a factor of our daily history to permit themselves 
to * led astray by some imaginative, globe-trotting re- 
porter. 

To gain and maintain the dignity of a reliable source 
of information, these papers should authenticate their 
communications by comparing them with the official re- 
ports as filed in the military departments of our Govern- 
ment; or, if this be too expensive or surrounded by too 
great difficulty, they should consult the Army and Navy 
Journal, or some other military paper of like repute. 

While the conduct of our troops in China, both in 
field and in camp, preparing for, during, or after battle, 
has been the cause of general approval, and the manner 
of supplying, the quantity and quality of supplies, and 
the low percentage of. sickness, has brought forth the 
commendation of all the great powers affiliated with us 
in that campaign, some journals still exploit their igno- 
rance by ptblishing reports of deficiencies in our manner 
of providing for our troops in the field. 

If one would take the trouble to acquaint himself with 
the editorials of these same papers during the pending 
of the Military Appropriation bills in Congress, one 
would discover them croaking in distress at the exorbi- 
tance of such measures. 

Let every newspaper, magazine: or other publication 
understand that if it is the desire of our people that our 
troops shall feast on broiled quail and oyster patties, let 
them come up with the cash, and I assure them the 
Commissary partment will come up with the quail; 
if they desire our supplies to be more rapidly transported, 
our sick to be carried from the field with greater ease 
and speed, let them produce the funds and our Quarter- 
master’s Department will supply the automobiles.

THE 27TH VOLUNTBRERS. 

The 27th U. S. Vol. Infantry has just been mustered 
out after two years of active field service in the Philip- 
pines. This model organization brings back a record 
second to none. Its career is a fair sample of the vigor 
and wisdom infused into the Service by Secretary of 
War Elihu Root, aided by the indefatigable Major Gen. 
Henry C. Corbin, Adjutant General. 

The last twenty regiments organized after the Spanish 
war were properly officered by the War Department and 
filled with selected men, representing no party, clique or 
locality. 

The third to organize, the 27th, was the first in the 
field, making its debut at the battle of Calambu, Nov. 
21, 1899. Under its noble old Colonel, James M. Bell 
(then major, U. S. A), it was organized with five other 
Regular officers, Cummins, Byram, Scherer, Langhorne 
and Savage. When it received its United States colors 
without ceremony, Colonel Bell (a veteran from Gettys- 
burg to Santiago) said: “Never mind a presentation, 
wait till we bring them back.” 

At San Mateo—the heroic General Lawton was killed

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in front of it—it made a noble record for dash, valor and 
discipline. It aided to storm Gerononimo’s hill, a strong- 
hold never taken by the Spaniards. It made its colonel 
a brigadier general of Volunteers in its first fight, and 
Gen, J. M. Bell won added laurels as Commander of 
the Department of Southern Luzon. 

Gen. J. M. Bell (now colonel, 8th Regular Cavalry) 
has been signally honored by being ordered to Wash- 
ington as president of the final board to judge the 
qualifications of all the newly appointed line officers of 
the increased army.

To crown the glory of the now vanished “dusty brown 
ranks,” twenty-four of its Volunteer officers have been 
appointed into the new Army.

The New York “Times” says: “West Point gradu- 
ates are in no particular need of defense, since the 
American people as a whole have more than fairly accu- 
rate knowledge both of the qualifications and the char- 
acter of the men who come from our great Military 


Academy, and knowledge and admiration in this case 
ure synonymous. Still, the West Pointers are the ob- 
Jects of not a little jealous hostility, and as the star 
parts In our recent wars have been played—very worth- 
ily, beyond question—by volunteer officers, there is some 
excuse for calling attention to the fact that the men on 


the staffs in Cuba and the Philippines, the leaders of 
the working line from colonels down, have nearly all 
been graduates of the Academy. To mention only a 
few of them: Behold Captain Tillson, whom the mer- 
chants of Pekin just begged-to stay and rule over them; 


he was graduated from West Point in ’78, standing No. 
20 in his class. Also Major E. B. Robertson, the other 
provost marshal, who was No. 15 among the forty-one 
boys in the class of ‘74. Also Major E. 8. Dudley, 


Judge Advocate General, just mentioned in compliment- 
ary orders from Havana; and Major Black, who did 
the sanitary engineering in that city; and Major Tasker 


Bliss, who reformed its internal revenue system; and 
Colonel Dunwoodie, who reorganized the telegraphs of 
the island; and Capt. (Major of Volunteers) E. F, Ladd, 
who received the thanks of the Cubans for the ‘integrity 
of his administration of revenues amounting to many 
millions—all graduates of the Military Academy. On 


General MacArthur's staff, nine out of twelve, includ- 
ing the chief of staff, are West Pointers, and the three 
non-graduates include the paymaster, surgeon and Judge 
Advocate. On General Wheaton’s staff, eight out of 
eleven are graduates, the others being the surgeon, pay- 
master and commissary. All except two on General 
Wade's staff—the surgeon and signal officer—are gradu- 
ates; and on General Wood's, out of thirteen all except 
the surgeon, paymaster and commissary learned soldier- 
ing on the Hudson. This is only a beginning of what 
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OFFICERS ON THB FIRING LINE. 


One of the most obvious lessons of the Boer war is the 
uselessness of the rule by which company officers are 
supposed to perambulate the firing iine, looking to the 
men’s sights and so forth in full view of a concealed 
enemy. One young officer who died in the endeavor to 
establish confidence in his men was Lieut. H. A. C. Wil- 
son. His men of the Middlesex Regiment were young, 
untried, and under fire of the Boer riflemen at 200 yds. 
Though wounded and begged to lie down, Lieutenant 
Wilson walked up and down in front of his men, speak- 
ing to them individually and seeing to the sighting of 
their rifles until he at length fell dead. 

It would be interesting to know, says a contemporary, 
how many junior officers met their death, especially in 
the earlier episodes: of the war, through unnecessarily 
exposing themselves in order to carry out the obligations 
imposed upon them of moving up and down the firing 
line. Such adherence to the book is suicidal nowadays. 
Any one moving draws the fire, so the best thing for a 
company officer to do is to make another rifle for the line. 
Of course, advancing in the attack is a different matter, 
but in taking up a position, it is simply absurd to walk 
about in the manner suggested by the book. That the 
place for the officer in such warfare as that of South 











Africa is in the firing line behind a rifle will hardly be 
denied , : 
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The Duke of Bedford calls attention to the necessity 
of recognizing, as a branch of study in the Army, the 
art of instructing others, which is one of the most diffi- 
cult of arts. Knowledge of the military profession may 
be accompanied by an inability to communicate that 
knowledge to others. A good soldier is not necessarily 
a good drill master nor a competent instructor at a 
military school or college. Pedagogy, or the science of 
teaching, is now a distinctly recognized department of 
instruction, and perhaps we shall have to act on the hint 
given by the Duke of Bedford and establish a school of 
military and naval pedagogy. The increased scope given 
to professional study under the modern system of war 
increases the necessity for skilled instruction. Aside 
from merely theoretical study, extensive drill unds 
are required for practical training, and there 1 be an 
increasing difficulty in obtaining these. It is proposed 
that England should locate her school for practical in- 
struction in South Africa, where there is abundant room. 
It is the half-way ground between the two extremes of 
the empire, in England and India, and thus meets the 
technical requirement—that where two important points 
some distance apart have to be defended the reserves 
should be kept at a point equi-distant from both.

The Rev. Dr. J. Milton Greéne, formerly of San Juan, 
Porto Rico, where he organized Presbyterian missions, 
created a profound sensation in an address he delivered 
in Philadelphia by severely criticising the conduct of 
United States soldiers in Porto Rico. The lawlessness 
of the soldiers, he said, is proverbial, and he attacked 
the present system under which Army chaplains work, 
saying that someone ought to appeal to the Government 
for a system by which the spiritual welfare of the 
soldiers could be better looked after. Experience shows, 
however, that it is very unsafe to accept reports as to 
the conduct of soldiers based_upon the ultra religious 
estimate of what is proper. We only recently heard a 
good lady, in a public meeting, expressing an opinion 
of our soldiers in Cuba similar to Dr. Greene’s estimate 
of our troops in Porto Rico. As a matter of fact, the 
only specific charge she was able to bring against them 
was that they did not attend prayer meeting, and “relate 
their experiences,” or pray in public, as she did on the 
occasion referred to.

Another German organization; somewhat less formid- 
able philologically than those referred to recently, is 
the Versuchsabteilung, organized at Berlin to study the 
subject of lines of communication. It is under the 
direction of the general charged with the inspection of 
troops for lines of communication, and has five captains 
and two lieutenants, with a colonel as the presiding 
officer. One group takes the place of the old ballooning 
section, another is occupied with railways and a third 
with telegraphs. It is to investigate technical develop- 
ments, to test inventions which may be of military 
utility, and generally to keep abreast of progress in 
military technology.

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The civilities exchanged between Count von Waldersee 











and General Chaffee upon the occasion of the farewell 
banquet to the American General at Pekin have created 
an agreeable impression at Berlin. German newspapers 
express the hope that this means an end to American- 
German bickerings in China. The “Berliner Tageblatt,” 
commenting on this incident, says: “We now must 
forget that the greatest difficulties and the most painful 
conflicts came to the commander-in-chief of the allied 
forces through the Americans and General Chaffee. Let 
us console ourselves with that old saying, ‘All’s well 
that ends well.’ ” 


The first Engineer-in-Chief, Gilbert L. Thompson, was 
a lawyer, a prominent politician and a man about town 
in Washington who was influential in securing the 
passage of the act of Aug. 31, 1842, creating the office. 
He knew absolutely nothing about steam engineering, or 
engineering in any form, and his chief duty was the 
prompt and efficient collection of his salary. He was 
the son of Smith Thompson, who had been Secretary 
of the Navy from Nov. 9, 1818, to Sept. 16, 1823, during 
the administration of Monroe,.and who was at the 
time of his son’s appointment to office associate justice 
of the Supreme Court. 
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Lieutenant Colonel de Contencin expresses in the 
“France Militaire’ the view that the principle of uni- 
versal service is doomed. He speaks of this institution 
as a detestable legacy of the war of 1870, and a far 
more grievous blow to France than the loss of Alsace 
and Lorraine. There is certainly a very active discus 
sion in France as to some modification of the conditions 
of enlistment so as to make the burden of military ser 
vice less onerous upon the young men of France.

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The Brooklyn “Times,” comménting on our recent 
editorial on “Little Men in War,” makes the observa- 
tion that some of the greatest military achievements in 
history have been made by men of small stature, nota- 
ble among these diminutive heroes being Alexander and 
Napoleon, while in our own history Generals Sheridan, 
Wheeler and Funston have been less remarkable for 
their inches than for their pluck. It is doubtful wheth- 
er some of the most famous men in Army history could 
have got into the Service if the height now demanded of 
enlisted men had been a test for them to pass. “The 
world-conquering soldiers who followed Napoleon to 
Jena, Wagram and Moscow,” says the ‘‘Times,” “were 
little fellows, not one in ten of whom would have had 
a chance of enlistment in an American or British reg- 
iment; but they knew their business, and the more stal- 
wart warriors of Austria and Prussia could not stand 
before them.” No restrictions being placed on officers 
as to height, the “sawed-offs,” to speak colloquially, 
have had to look for their vindication to the men who 
wear swords. The time may come when the rifle car- 
riers also will be able to prove the truth of the old say- 
ing that “you can’t tell by the length of his legs how 
far a frog can jump.” 


Artillery officers are watching with much interest the 
progress made in the enlistments for their arm of the 
Service, as, under the general order recently issued by 
order of the Secreary of War, the promotions in the 
Artillery depend entirely upon the rapidity of the en- 
listments. Thirty-three and one-third per cent. of 
the promotions have been made, to date from May 8, 
1901, and it is now expected that an additional one- 
sixth of the promotions will be made about July 1. 
Since the date when the last issue was made, there 
has been an increase of only between four and five 
hundred in the size of the Army, and as there will 
have to be an increase of 1,802 men before another 
batch of promotions can be made, it is believed pro- 
motions will not occur before July 1. The Adjutant 
General’s Office is going on the principle that there 
must be a total increase of 1,802 men and not a 
total enlistment of that number. Officers of the Arrtill- 
ery claim otherwise, but the chances are that the 
Adjutant General’s contention will be sustained.

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The party of officers of the War Department who will 
go to the Philippines this summer has been augmented 
by General Weston, Commissary General, and General 
Sternberg, Surgeon General of the Army. It has also 
been intimated that General Bates, the Paymaster 
General, will form one of the party, but this is not yet 
definitely known. General Corbin and the two other 
general officers mentioned, are scheduled to sail from 
San Francisco late in June, returning to this country 
in the autumn. At Manila they will be joined by Col. 
Charles Humphrey, of the Quartermaster’s Department. 
It is the desire of Secretary Root that a complete investi- 
gation of the administrative and supply departments 
of the Army in the Philippines be made and reported 
te him. It is said that General Corbin will have author- 
ity to order such changes as are found necessary for 
the immediate improvement of the administrative and 
supply affairs of the Army. 

The Auditor of the Navy Department will be ready 
in about two weeks to make the first payments of 
bounty money to the officers and mep who participated 








in the capture of the Spanish fleet in Manila.Bay. The 
Department of Justice has given notice to the Auditor 
of the decision of the Court of Claims concerning the 
amount of bounty to be awarded, and employees in the 
office of the Auditor are now devoting most of their time 
to making the proper apportionments in accordance with 
the grades shown on the pay roll. It is stated by the 
Auditor that the officers and men of the Olympia will 
be the first to receive their bounty money and the 
Baltimore will follow. No prize monéy is ready for 
distribution. The bounty and prize money growing 
out of the engagements off the coast of Cuba cannot 
yet be distributed owing to the fact that questions hav- 
ing a direct bearing upon the claims are still pending 
in the courts. ?

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A general promotion of second lieutenants in the Army 
took place this week and the commissions of the young 
officers thus advanced by the operation of the act of 
Feb. 2, 1901, are being signed and sent out as rapidly 
as is possible. The order for the promotion of all second 
lieutenants of Cavalry who were in the Service prior 
to Feb. 2, 1901, will be issued immediately. The sec- 
ond lieutenants of Artillery will, as is specified in 
the law, be promoted from time to time as the enlist- 
ments increase by a sixth of the total authorized. Al! 
second lieutenants of the Infantry arm down to and 
including Second Lieutenant A. H. Bishop have been 
promoted this week. This includes all the officers of 
this grade who were in the Service prior to the organi- 
zation of the Volunteer regiments now being mustered 
out or being brought home from the Philippines. 

Among the first and best results of the policy inau- 
gurated by the Navy Department of carrying out the 
coast and harbor surveys of our newest possessions 
with officers of the Navy, under control and direction 
of the Hydrographic Office, are the charts recently re- 
ceived at the Navy Department of a complete survey 
of Iloilo harbor. This is regarded as one of the finest 
pieces of survey work ever done by the Hydrographic 
Office. It is one of the first of the new series of charts 
which the Navy Department is making throughout the 
Philippines to replace the antiquated and erroneous 
charts which up to the present time have been a con- 
stant source of danger to our fleet operating in the 
Archipelago. The inauguration of this work is being 
greeted with pruise by seafaring men throughout the 
world.

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General MacArthur, commanding the ‘Division of 
the Philippines, under date of March 24, sent the fol- 
lowing cable to Brigadier General Hughes, command- 
ing the Department of Visayas, at Iloilo, Panay: 
“Recent surrenders and captures in your department 
most gratifying to Division Commander, who congratu- 
lates and thanks you and your command for what 
could only be accomplished by most intelligent, per- 
sistent and tactful work of all concerned.” In an- 
nouncing the above words of praise to his command, 
General Hughes said: “This brief message shows how 
the results of a combined effort in which all are loyal 
to their chief and to each other provoke the admiration 
of those in a position to form a just judgment of the 
work accomplished.”

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Rumors relative to the successor of General Buffing- 
ton, when that officer retires from active service and. 
the head of the Ordnance Department in the autumn, 
are heard in Washington: Captain Crozier’s name is 
being mentioned very prominently in connection with 
the billet, and we learn that many officials of the War 
Department are heartily in favor of his appointment. 
It is generally understood that Captain Crozier’s re- 
fusal to accept the billet recently offered him at West 
Point was due to the urgent request of his brother 
officers in the Ordnance Department, who were anxious 
to have him succeed General Buffington. Other officers 
are mentioned for the position, but none of them as 
prominently as Captain Crozier.

Four captains of the Navy have recently applied for 
retirement from active service under the provisions 
of the Personnel act permitting retirement after forty 
years’ service. These officers are Capt. Cipriano An- 
drade, George E. Ide, Oscar W. Farenholt and Robert 
E. Impey. Captain Andrade will retire on the first of 
July, Captain Farenholt in August and the others in 
September. As all of these officers come under the 
provision in the Personnel act which provides that 
officers who have served forty years and who also 
served during the Civil War with a good record may 
be retired with the rank and three-fourths the sea pay 
of the next higher grade, they will be placed on the 
retired list as rear admirals.

An attempt will be made to have the famous 16-inch 
gun being made at Watervliet Arsenal under the super- 
vision of the Ordnance Department, mounted on a 
disappearing gun carriage of the type that was formerly 
in general use in the Army, but that was adversely 
acted upon by the Board of Ordnance and Fortifica- 
tions. An equally strong endeavor will be made to 
prevent this monster piece of ordnance from being 
mounted on the disappearing carriage, and it is believed 
that Secretary Root favors the arguments of the latter 
party. The outcome of the renewal of the old con- 
troversy will be awaited with much interest by the 
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many officers who have been partisans of the one side 
or the other since the beginning of it several years ago. 











The Auditor of the Navy for the Treasury Depart- 
ment on May 25 received the decree of a judgment for 
$181,830, rendered by the Court of Claims in favor of 
those officers and men under Admiral Dewey who took 
part in the destruction of the Spanish forces in Manila 
Bay, May 1, 1898. The Auditor will enroll the names 
of the men entitled to a share in this head money or 
bounty, and it is possible that payments will begin. 
within a month. Applications will be forwarded on re- 
quest by the Auditor of the Navy, and each claimant 
must make affidavit of his individuality and participa- 
tion in the battle of May 1, 1898, with Dewey's fleet. 
Admiral Dewey has already received $9,570, and will 
not participate in this judgment. 

There seems to be no doubt in the minds of the 
officials of the War Department that all the Volun- 
teers still in the Philippines will have arrived in this 
country and"been mustered out of the Service by July 
1. The 47th Regiment of Infantry and battalions of 
the 29th and 38th sailed on the Thomas, on May 28. 
The Ohio sailed May 29 with the 42d Regiment, and 
the Kilpatrick and Logan are scheduled to sail June 
1 with the 43d and 44th Regiments and two battalions 
of the 38th. The Grant is to sail from Aparri June 1, 
with the 48th Infantry and two battalions of the 49th. 
This will dispose of all the Volunteers remaining in 
the Archipelago.

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DEATH OF COLONEL MICHLER. 


Lieut. Col. Francis Michler, aide-de-camp to Lieuten- 
ant General Miles, died at his home in Washington, 
D. C., on May 29, after an illness of about two months. 
His death was the result of Bright’s disease. Colonel 
Michler as far back as April relinquished his duties at 
the Headquarters of the Army and was forced to take 
to his bed. From his first attack Colonel Michler re- 
covered, and a little over a week ago he was allowed to 
leave his home for a short. drive. The day following he 
had a relapse from which he never managed to recover. 
All of the members of Gen. Miles’s staff were unremit- 
ting in their attentions to Colonel Michler, and his 


death, though expected, was a severe blow to them all. 
General Miles was particularly affected by Colonel Mich- 
ler’'s death. The funeral took place at Arlington on 
May 31, and was of a distinctly military character. The 
pallbearers were Gen. William S. Worth, Col. ‘William 
P. Hall, Assistant Adjutant General; Lieut. Col. Otto 
L. Hein, Commandant, Military Academy; Lieut. Col. 
H. H. Whitney, A. D. C.; Lieut. Col. H. K. Bailey, 
A. D. C.; Major Charles McCauley, U. S. M. C.; Col. 
Thomas Ward and Lieut. Col. Samuel Reber. 

Colonel Michier was the son of Brevet Brig. Gen. 
Nathaniel Michler of the Corps of Engineers and was 
born in New York, Aug. 10, 1849. He was graduated 
at the United States Military Academy June 15, 1870, 
and was appointed second lieutenant of the 5th Caval- 
ry. He served at Fort D. A. Russell, and in Arizona, 
and was frequently in the field in active operations 
against hostile Apache Indians. He was brevetted 
first lieutenant Feb. 27, 1890, for gallant service in 
action against Indians in Muchos Canon, Ariz., Sept. 
25, 1872, and at the head of Tonto Creek, Ariz., Jan. 
23, 1873. He was commended in general orders, De- 
partment of Arizona, 1872 and 1873, for brilliant ser- 
vices and a successful expedition against hostile Apache 
Indians, and Mojave Indians in Arizona. From 1874 
to 1878, he was aide-de-camp to General Schofield, and 
during that period reached the grade of first lieutenant. 
His next service was as adjutant of the Military Acad- 
emy, where he remained for three years, joining his 
regiment again at Fort Niobrara, Neb. He served at 
various western posts until 1886, when he was detailed 
to recruiting services in New York City. In December 
of that year he rejoined his regiment at Fort Supply, 
I. T., and served in that vicinity and in Texas until 
November, 1892, when he was detailed to duty on the 
staff of General Miles, serving first as aid-de-camp up 
to June, 1900, and then as military secretary until 
the day of his death. During the Spanish war he ac- 
companied General Miles to Santiago, and afterward to 
Porto Rico, and participated in both campaigns. He 
then held a commission as lieutenant colonel and as- 
sistant adjutant general in the Volunteers. He was 
honorably discharged from the Volunteer establishment 
at the close of the Spanish war, and declined an ap- 
pointment in the 46th Volunteer Infantry. Col. Mich- 
ler reached the grade of major of the 5th Cavalry, 
Feb. 2, 1901, but since June, 1900, he had held the rank 
of lieutenant colonel by reason of his detail. About a 
year ago Colonel Michler married Miss Marion Lowry, 
daughter of the late Commodore Lowry. His step- 
mother lives in Oakland, Cal., a brother in Oregon, and 
another brother, formerly a paymaster in the Navy, is 
now traveling in Europe.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Major Horatio B. Lowry, U. S. M. C., who died at 
Atlantic City, May 22, 1901, was born in Vermont 
and commissioned as a second Lieutenant, November 
26, 1861. He served gallantly throughout the Civil 
War, and among other duty was in command of 
marines on Morris Island, engaged in placing heavy. 
guns in battery to be used against Fort Sumter. He 
commanded a Marine battalion for special duty off 
Georgetown, S. C., and the neighboring waters. He 
engaged the enemy near Blake’s plantation in 1862, 
and served with the Marine battalion on Morris and 
Folly Islands, S. C., in 1863. He was breveted Captain 
for gallant and meritorious services in the night attack 
made upon Fort Sumter by marines and sailors, Sept. 
8, 1863. During the great labor strike in Pennsylvania 
in 1877 he served as acting quartermaster of the Marine 
Battalion at Philadelphia and Reading. He was retired 
from active service June 19, 1897. Major Lowry is 
survived by three daughters, Miss Minnie Lowry, Mrs. 
Samuel Riggs and Mrs. Robert Brewer Peter of 
Rockville. 

Brevet Major Randolph Norwood, Captain, U. 8S. A., 
retired, died at Blue Ridge Summit, Md., May 23. He 
entered the Service as a lieutenant in the 1st Maryland 
Cavalry, Oct. 30, 1861, and was mustered out as cap- 
tain of that command in October, 1864. He was ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant in the 2d U. S. Cavalry, 
February 23, 1866. He received a brevet of Major 
September 7, 1890, for gallantry in action against 
Indians on the Rosebud, Montana, and for gallant 
service in action against Indians at Camas Meadows, 
Idaho, August 20, 1877. He was retired for dis- 
ability June 22, 1899. He leaves a widow and two 
children. 

Col. William Kreutzer, who served with gallantry 
during the Civil War as Lieutenant Colonel of the 
98th New York Inf., and was for a time in 1863, Acting 
Adjutant General, Department of the South, died at 
Lyons, N. Y., May 27, of angina pectoris. 

Capt. Henry B. Seely, U. S. N., retired, who dropped 
dead in West Philadelphia on May 23, was born at 
Seneca Falls, N. Y., in 1838, and entered the Naval 
Academy May 26, 1852. He served in the East Inwa 
Squadron from 1857 to 1859; was on the European 
Station in 1860, and with the South Atlantic Blocka- 
ding Squadron 1861 to 1862, with the Pacific Squadron 
in 1863-1865, and performed various other sea service 
and shore duty. He was placed on the retired list in 
June 1892, for incapacity resulting from long and 
faithful service. 

Ellen Carter, granddaughter of late Pay Director 
W. B. Boggs, U. S. N., died at Washington, D. C., on 
May 22. She was the daughter of Jeremiah and Cath- 
erine Stuart Berry. 

The funeral ceremories over the late General Fitz- 
John Porter in Trinity Church, New York city, on 
May 24, were largely attended, the Rev. Dr. Dix, as- 
sisted by the Rev. Jos. W. Nill, officiating. Major 





Gen. John R. Brooke, U. 8. A., had charge of the ar- 
rangements, and with him were Brigadier General 
Clous, Surgeon Lippincott, Lieutenant Dean, Colonel 


Dodge, Lieut. David Porter Heep, U. 8S. A. Loyal 
Farragut, and General Horatio C. King. The civil- 
ian honorary pallbearers entered the church, fol- 
lowing Brooke and party. Among these 
were the following: Abram S. Hewitt, William R. 
Grace, Franklin Edson, James 8. Coleman, John C. 
Bullitt, Anson Maltby, T. F. Townsend, Theodore A. 
Lord, Frederick Augustus Schermerhorn, and James 
E. Kelly. ‘Then the body, borne on the shoulders of 
non-commissioned officers, was beaneht up the aisle. 
From under the folds of the flag hung garlands of 
flowers, aud by the outline of the bunting it could be 
seen that the coffin was heaped with floral tributes. 
On top of the rested the sword, the sword belt, 
the chapeau, and the sash of the dead general. ’ 

“Asleep in Jesus” and “Peace, Perfect Peace” were 
the hymns sung by the choir. The committal was 
performed in the church by the Rev. Dr. Dix, and as 
he turned back the flag a wealth of flowers escaped 
from beneath its folds. 

Among the friends of the dead general who attended 
the funeral were members of the Aztec Club, of which 
General Porter was one of the founders. Among those 
in the pews was Gen. F. E. Pinto, the commander of 
the only volunteer regiment sent by New York to the 
Mexican war. The interment was in Greenwood. 

Col. James G. Miner, who was an Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Confederate Navy in the Civil War, died 
in poverty at Milford, Ohio, May 28, aged eighty-two. 
Colonel Miner was a graduate of Edinburgh Univer- 
sity, a native of New England, but a resident of Texas, 
and a friend of Gen. Samuel Houston. He served 
under General Taylor in the Mexican War. Before the 
Civil War he was one of the owners of the famous 
Tredegar Iron Works of Richmond. The Civil War 
swept away his fortune. ‘Three weeks ago his wife, 
who bravely shared his ill-fortune with him, died, aged 
eighty, and a Mrs. Spencer gave her burial and took 
the broken-hearted old man to her home. Manufac- 
turers at Milford have procured a lot in the cemetery 
for the remains of Colonel Miner. 

The funeral of the late Major Edward Everts, U. 
S. A., took place Sunday, May 19, at the Presidio, 
San Francisco, in the Nationai Cemetery with military 
honors. A battalion of 600 men escorted the cortege 
to the burial ground. Referring to the death of Major 
Everts, the “Herald” of Livermore, Kan., says among 
other things “Major Everts’ last active service in 
the field was as chief recruiting ofticer at Wut-pple 
Barracks, Arizona, where be mustered in the Rough 
Riders for the Spanish War from California, Arizona, 
Nevada, Wyoming and New Mexico. Soon after he was 
transferred to Fort Mason, San Francisco. About a year 
ago failing health compelled him to retire from the 
Service. With his family he took up his residence in 
Alameda, and with the courage of the true soldier 
bravely faced the foe and awaited the final shock of 
life’s battles he knew too well was not far off. He was 
widely known and loved in Army circles for his rare 
qualities of mind and heart. As an engineer and expert 
in sanitation his advice was sought by the Army au- 
thorities, and the work of his genius is tound in enduring 
official reports and in scientifically constructed systems 
of drainage and sewerage in many of the permanent 
military headquarters of the country. He was a de- 
scendant of Miles Standish, and one of his ancestors, 
Ambrose Everts, led the Colonial troops in Connecticut 
when the Lexington alarm sounded the call to arms at 
the outbreak of the Revolution. Major Everts was 
married to Mrs. Jane Atkinson, of San Francisco, in 

884, who survives him with their two sons, Edward, 
Jr., and William, aged respectively fifteen and thirteen 
years. Two brothers and five sisters, all living in this 
State, also survive him. W. R. Ellis, formerly pub- 
lisher of the ‘Herald,’ was a nephew of the deceased. 


A friend of Col. Charles Kellar, 23d Inf., who de- 
parted this life on April 22, at Fort Sam Houston, San 
Antonio, Texas, sends us the following well-merited 
tribute to his memory: “Colonel Keller had returned 
home only a few weeks tage g to his demise, with 
health shattered by hardships of the campaign and a 
climate inimical to the white man. His sufferings not 
being great, the strongest hopes were entertained that a 
much-needed rest and the loving ministrations of his 
family were all that were required to restore his wonted 
vigor of constitution. His distinguished bravery on the 
battlefield had won encomiums from brother officers and 
well-merited promotion from the country he _ served, 
and of which he deserved well. Notwithstanding his 
weakened physical condition, he was happy in his home- 
coming, and gratified at the recognition rendered to his 
services by his beloved country. Suddenly, without 
warning, this ardent patriot, brave soldier, and de- 
voted husband and father put off mortality. “Oh, eyes 
that grow dim with misery, look aloft, to that world 
which knows not death. Where God shall wipe away 
all tears, and death shall be no more, nor mourning, 
nor wailing, nor sorrow shall be any more, for the 
former things are passed away.” 

Admiral of the Fleet Sir John Edmund Commerell, 
Vv. C., G. C. B., retired, groom-in-waiting to King Ed- 
ward VII., died suddenly in London May, 22. He was 
born in 1829 and entered the British Navy in 1842. 

The funeral of the late Major and Surgeon W. R. 
Hall took place from the First Reserve Hospital, Manila, 
at 5 p. m. on April 14. The pallbearers were General 
Davis, General Barry, Colonel Woodruff, Major Kendall, 
Major Aleshire and Captain Rafferty. 

Mrs. John E. Younge, wife of Color Sergeant Younge, 
3d Inf., died at the Woman’s Hospital, Manila, on April 
17, after a month’s illness. In a few mouths Sergeant 
Younge will retire from the Service, and plans were 
being laid by the husband and wife for their future. 

The remains of Capt. Austin R. Davis, U. S. Marine 
Corps, who died at Tien-Tsin, China, July 13, 1900, were 
buried at Arlington, Va., on the afternoon of May 23. 
Two companies of marines and the Marine Band, under 
Capt. Henry W. Carpenter, escorted the remains to the 
grave. The pallbearers were Capts. W. C. Dawson and 
J. H. Russell, U. S. Marine Corps; ist Lieut. hlisha 
Theall, U. S. Marine Corps, retired, and Lieuts. Cle- 
land Davis, E. H. Watson and C. B. Barnes, U. S. N. 

Of the late Major Monaghan, additional paymaster, 
U. S. V. who died on April 15 at Manila, the “New 
American” of that city said: “Major Monaghan had 
been suffering from acute heart trouble for over six 
months. He was advised by the medical department 
to go home last fall, but he appears to have been 
determined to stick it out, believing that he would 
recover. Before he was sent to the hospital he was 
attached to the paymaster’s department of Northern 
Luzon and was very highly esteemed by the officers of 
the department.” 

The funeral of the late Major William Monaghan, 
Paymaster, U. S Vols., at Manila, on April 16, was 


made especially impressive by the holding of Masonic 
services over dead. The Masonic ceremony was in 
charge of Lieutenant Charles H. Burritt, Chief of the 
Mining Bureau, who is a past master in the Masonic 
order, assisted by twelve others and was most impres- 
sive. After various exhortations and rites, the lam)- 
skin apron, the badge of Masonry, was placed upon the 
coffin, and then a sprig of acacia, emblematical of im- 
mortality, was laid on top. During the service Major 
Payson of the Pay Department, who had been indis- 
—5 fainted and again when on the porch outside. 

ajor Holloway replaced him as a pallbearer. Other 
bearers were Majors Howe, Watrous, Curry, Coffin, 
Holloway and Stanton. The band of the 6th Art., fol- 
lowed by Captain Deems’s battalion of that regiment, 
headed the cortege on its way to the landing. When the 
body was taken on board the transport Sheridan tajs 
was blown by an artillery bugler. The Manila “Times” 
said that the clerks of the Pay Department cabled a 
sum.of money to Cincinnati, O., the home of the de- 
ceased officer, for the purchase through the Masons 
there of a handsome floral tribute for the final inter- 
ment: Major Monaghan was a 32d degree Mason and 
a Shriner, and about thirty-six Free Masons attended 
his funeral. Besides these many prominent officers 
were in the procession of mourners, among them Gen. 
eral Wheaton. 

The remains of the late Captain Henry J. Reilly, 5th 
U. S. Art., who gallantly gave up his life at the gates 
of Pekin, were interred on May 23 in Arlington Cem- 
etery, but not-with full military honors, as has been 
erroneously stated. At the request of his family the 
military ceremonies, usual on such occasions, were dis- 
pensed with. A small but distinguished party was pres- 
ent, including Secretary Root, Adjutant General Cor- 
bin, and General Randolph, Chief of Artillery, who was 
formerly associated with Captain Reilly in the 5th 
Artillery. Religious services were conducted by the 
Rev. Mr. Aspinwall, rector of St. Thomas’s church. The 
pallbearers were General Randolph and the following 
officers of the Artillery Corps: General J. I. Rodgers, 
Major Frank Thorp, Major FE. R. Hills, Major A. W. 
Vogdes, Major L. Lomia, and Captain BE. G. Treat. 
Captain T. R. Adams and Major General Brooke, Rel- 
atives of the family were present from Chicago, Wil- 
mington, Del., and Chester, Pa. Captain Reilly, al 
though only 55 years of age, had seen over 35 years of 
active service. Entering the 5th Artillery as an en 
listed man in 1864, he was appointed a second lieuten- 
ant in the Army Dec. 1, 1866, for meritorious services. 
He saw service in the war with Spain and in the Phil- 
ippines, and was leading Light Battery F, 5th Artillery, 
in the attack on Pekin, when he met his death. His 
son is now a cadet in the Military Academy. A hand- 
some monument is being erected to Captain Reilly's 
memory by the former officers and enlisted men of the 
5th Artillery. An added sentiment attaches to it, ow- 
ing to the going out of existence of the 5th Artillery 
when the artillery became a corps. :

Dismissed there, 
the case was carried to the Supreme Court, which 
holds the United States not liable under the claim of 
an implied contract and affirms the dismissal of the 
action.

Rear Admiral Geo. E. Belknap, U. S. N., retired, 
Was among the speakers at the observance of Memorial 
Sunday, May 26, in Lowell, Mass., by members of 
local Grand Army posts and tthe Union Veterans’ 
Union. Admiral Belknap began with an account in 
detail of the political conditions which led to the rebel- 
lion.

Admiral Belknap paid a deep tribute 
to the ability and services of General Butler, and de- 
clared that in his judgment the General never got the 
credit he deserved for his achievements in the war. 
Coming down to the part played in the war by the 
Union Navy the Admiral said, among other things: 
“This people have never grasped the full measure of 
the Navy’s share in the crushing-of armed treason. 
And I make bold to say here, in this presence to-day, 
that had not the work of the Union Armies been sup- 
plemented by the equally splendid work of the ships 
and fleets of the Republic, the South would have gained 
its independence. We know that at the beginning of 
the war the South had 5,000,000 bales of cotton, besides 
large stores of tobacco and rice, within her borders. 
Had she been enabled to send abroad those products, 
together with the like staples of raising, produced every 
year of the war by the faithful labor of her slave popu- 
lation, and to sell them for gold, as she could have 
done, together with like privilege of importing, such as 
the North enjoyed, her currency would have been main- 
tained at par, her stores of provisions, clothing and 
medicines, munitions and appliances of war would have 
been continually replenished, and armies would 


have been full and vigorous through the recruit- 
ment of its. These privileges the North en- 
joyed to the full, but the iron hand of the Navy— 
the sea power of the Republic—stopped the South frem 
such liberty, which meant much weal to her, but would 
— been of vast disadvantage to the cause of

In an interesting report on the operations of Troop M, 
6th U. 8. Cavalry, in the China expedition during August, 
1900, Capt. DeR. C. Cabell, who commanded the Troop 
at that period, shows the value of officers knowing how 
to use a rifle expertly, and also the staying qualities of 
the horses of the troop, and refers to the bravery 


of several members of the command. Among other 
things, Captain Cabell says: “Aug. 15 followed the 
artillery into the square within the Tartar City gate 
about 7 a.m. Was dismounted awaiting further orders 
here about two hours, having one horse killed and twa, 
includin my own, wounded. While lying here I ob- 
served Chinese sharpshooters in trees about 300 yards 
to the left front. ecting four or five good shots, I 
opened fire on them, entirely stopping their fire. I 
dropped two out of these trees myself. Later the troop 
guarded the first court that had been previously taken.. 
When the troop left Tien-Tsin; Aug. 8, the horses were 
just off the transport. We marched in the week 140) 
miles, foraged off the country, and lost but two horses: 
from exhaustion. The men behaved well under fire and 
endured cheerfully loss of sleep and some hardship. I 
mention for unflinching courage 2d Lieut. P. W. Guiney,. 
particularly in skirmish on 14th, where he showed great 
coolness; also Ist Sergt. Henry Weller, my troop, for 
excellent management of firing squad under wall of 
Pekin, ane. 14, and —— Riefer, Troop L, for cool- 
ness and courage reconnoitering and going through vil- 
lage held by enemy on 13th.” . carton * 








The British War Office is to experiment with a “loco- 
mobile” light steam car. Lieut. Col. R. E. Crompton 
has stated publicly that not only afe improved traction 
trains to be adopted, but that lighter kinds of auto- 
mobiles are to be used wherever a wheeled carriage can 
travel.

DISCHARGES FOR DISABILITY. 


CIRCULAR WAR DEPT., MAY 22, 191. 


(1) An enlisted man can not be held to have been dis- 
charged on account of disability (a) unless the official 
record shows specifically that he was so discharged, or

Osborne was mustered in M: 1998. On Oct. 6, 1898, 
he made written application “Tor. ‘his discharge to the 
Adjutant General, his letter be proved and for- 
warded by his company and al officers; he stat- 
ed that he received a rupture in the performance of 
duty. In the absence of the department commander, the 
Assistant Adjutant General, partment of the East, 
telegraphed to the Adjutant Genaral of the Army that 
recommendation made by the department inspector for 
the discharge of Osborne on surgeon's certificate of dis- 
ability, B applications for discharge to be for- 
warded n the same telegram 61 other soldiers 
of the ath = recommended for discharge, some for 
disability, but the ae number on the ground of 
support of family.

No surgeon's certificate of disability has been found on 
file in this case, nor is it believed that any such certifi- 
cate was prepared. Records show that Osborne was 
admitted to hospital at Fort Adams on Oct. 6, 1898, suf- 
—— from incomplete ** e inguinal hernio, caused 
by lifting lumber at Camp Black. . was returned to 
duty, condition unchanged, on Oct. 

There follows a citation of the 2. governing 
discharge of enlisted men, and of a similar case of dis- 
charge for fay. It is observed that in Osborne's 
case no certificate of disability appears to have been pre- 

, nor is there anything to show that the disease 
from which he was suffering unfitted him rmanently 
for military service. Questions similar to those in this 
case are constantly arising where discharges were asked 
for or resignations tendered on account of alleged disa- 
bility or where records show more or less disability at 
date-of —— from the service, but no records are 
found to show positively that discharges or resignations 
were accepted because of these disabilities. It seems 
doubtful, it is stated, whether the Department ought to 
hold that separation from the service was on account of 
disability unless official records show positively that 
such wes the case. Attention is called, however, to the 
well known fact that in the Volunceer service, especially 
toward the close of the Civil war and war with Spain, 
the military authorities terminated the service of officers 
and men who were fit subjects for discharge on certifi- 
cates of disability, without taking the trouble ta have 
them examined by surgeons; their service was therefore 
terminated in precisely the same way that the thousands 
of others who left the service, merely by favor or because 
their services were no longer required. 


In view of these facts, the Chief of the Record and 
Pension Office says: 


“It seems to be very desirable that, if possible, general 
rules shall be formulated for the guidance of the De- 
partment in determining under what circumstances, or 
under what showing of the official records, it can be 
held that an officer or enlisted man was or was not se 
rated from service on account of disability. The fol- 
lowing rules are suggested as those which will probably 
lead to a correct decision in almost all the cases of this 
character in which a decision will be necessary.” 


Here follow the rules given at the beginning of the 
circular, in paragraphs numbered 1, 2, 3, and 4. 

The Judge Advocate General states that the proposed 
rules are adapted to the cases of officers and enlisted 
men. Citations follow of the regulations governing dis- 
charge, found in paragraphs 140, 154, 155, 156 and 157 
of the Army Regulations, and in G. .O 100 of 1898. In 
conclusion the judge advocate General says: 


I have quoted the foregaing provisions at length, be- 
cause they seem to point out the importance which is 
attached to the course prescribed in discharges for disa- 
bility. Evidently, the object underlying it is the protec- 
tion of the United States against false claims. These 
false claims might be for disabilities existing before en- 
try into service, or for disability not contracted in the 
line of duty, or for a disability claimed to exist but not 
existing. Against such false claims the United States 
must be protected and this protection is found in the 
certificate of its medical officers. When, therefore, the 
records expressly show that a soldier was discharged for 
disability, or when, although this be not — stat- 
ed, there is sufficient of record to show that the dis- 
charge was based on a certificate of disability, there 
can be no difficulty. But a soldier may claim that he is 
suffering from a disability and may in fact be suffering 
from a disability, and may apply for his discharge on 
that ground yet, if neither of the above conditions exist. 
such discharge would not be a discharge for disability. 
He might have been discharged for disability if the 
right course had been pursued, but the right course not 
having been pursued the discharge was by way of fa- 
vor. The mere existence of the disability does not pre- 
vent the discharge being by way of favor, and, of course, 
a mere claim of disability, unconfirmed by records, has 
no significance whatever so far as the present question 
is concerned. An officer might be in condition to obtain 
a sick leave, but this will not prevent his taking an or- 
dinary leave, and a soldier may suffer from a disability 
for which he ought to be discharged on a surgeon's cer- 
tificate, but may nevertheless, be discharged by expira- 
tion of service. The latter happens not infrequently. The 
question is not whether the disability existed, but 
whether the discharge was on account of the disability. 
These are two entirely distinct facts. Although a dis- 
2 may not have been for disability, the Wiisa bility

DISCHARGES WITHOUT HONOR. 


CIRCULAR WAR DEPT., JUNE— 


An officer of Volunteers who was discharged by reason 
of the muster out of his company. he being absent with- 
out leave at the time, is held to have been discharged 
without honor. 

The discharge without honor distinguished from the 
honorable discharge and the ———— discharge. 
Since 1892 it has been recognized as an absurdity that a 
soldier whose status or condition at ‘the time of his dis. 
charge was not one of honor should be held to have 
been honorably disch . It was an error to hold, as 
the War Department did previously, that if a discharge 
was not dishonorable, 1. e., by sentence of court mar- 
tial, it must have been honorable. 

In holding om, under General Orders 108 of 1868, 124 of 
1898, and 13 o f 1899, an absentee from a volunteer organ- 
ization on the date of muster out thereof was discha’ 
on that date it is not held that any deserter was so 
charged. It is held that those orders did not operate 
to discharge deserters from service.

The following extract from a report of the inspector 
general of the Department, is published for the informa- 
tion and guidance of all officers concerned: 

“A tendency is noted on the part of commissaries to 
hold on to funds derived from sales instead of turning in 
the money at every opportunity. At all stations, with 
perhaps a few exceptions, the receipts from sales are 
far in excess of the disbursements, the main (and often- 
times the only) item of which is purchase of fresh beef. 
Thus the amount of money that in the aggregate is con- 
siderable, which remains locked up in the trunks and 
field safes of commissaries at the numerous small 
stations.”’ 

In future, subsistence funds will not be held by com- 
missaries at outlying stations beyond the immediate 
needs, but will be turned in at every available opportu- 


nity.

G. C. M. CASES. 


Major General Otis, U. 8. A., commanding the Depart- 
ment of the kes, in reviewing the proceedings of 
Private Otey Davis, Troop K, 9th Cav., tried by a G. C. 
M. at Fort Thomas, Kentucky, and found guilty of de- 
sertion, sentenced “To dishonorably discharged, for- 
feiting all pay and allowances and to be confined at 
hard labor for one year,” says: “The findings and sen- 
tence in the foregoing case are disapproved for the 
following reasons: The prisoner pleaded guilty of ab- 
sence without leave only, and there is no evidence found 
in the record to sustain the charge of desertion of which 
he was convicted. The Judge Advocate of the court 
claimed that the long continued absence of the accused 
placed upon him the burden of proof to show that he 
was not guilty of desertion. Even had this contention 
been admissible, which it was not, the long absence of 
the prisoner appears to have been accounted for through 
his arrest and detention by civil authority. The state- 
ment of the Judge Advocate to the court that the wit- 
nesses who could be called for the prosecution were in 
the Philippines should have induced instructions for the 
taking of the depositions of such witnesses, if proof 
could not be secured from other sources. While the court 
has been given an opportunity to correct the grave error 
into which it has fallen, and the reasons for such cor- 
rections set forth, it has adhered to its findings and 
sentence. By this disregard of the plainest rules of 
the law of evidence and the rights of the accused, the 
cause of justice is impeded, and the prisoner allowed to 
escape punishment for the offense which he is legally 
shown to have committed. The prisoner will be released 
form confinement and returned to duty."’

MEN OF PEACE AND MEN OF WAR. 


The New York “Sun” does well to call attention to 
the remarkable assertions by the Rev. Dr. Ament 
concerning Capt. William W. Forsyth, of the 6th U. 8. 
Cavalry, and his conduct in China. They are in every 
way noteworthy and deserve the closest study by students 
of religion and the students of war. The other day the 
Rev. Dr. Ament, who was one of the missionaries in 
China and has been the chief apologist for the conduct 
of the missionaries after the allied troops had reached 
Pekin, made an address at Chicago in which he prac- 
tically took the American troops to task for excessive 
leniency. The particular expedition that seems to have 
excited the ire of Dr. Ament was the one of which Cap- 
tain Forsyth had command, and which, several months 
after the capture of Pekin, under the orders of General 
Wilson was sent info the region east of that city. The 
suggestion for this movement is said to have come from 
the missionaries themselves, the purpose being the rescue 
of certain native Christians who were surrounded by 
Boxers. The Rev. Dr. Ament appears to have accom- 
panied this expedition. Replying to the charge that he 
had demanded that a Boxer village be burned, Dr. 
Ament said in his Chicago speech: 

“That statement was false. We did destroy one hut, 
but not a village. The place was the home of one of the 
worst murderers, and its burning had a good effect on the 
others. In Captain Forsyth I felt that we had a man 
not deeply in sympathy with the missionaries, but he 
did not permit his feelings to interfere with his work. 
Missionaries are the forerunners of a new civilization in 
China. They have more friends+yes, five to one—than 
they had before this last terrible uprising. The Chinese 
take leniency for weakness and fear. The punitive ex- 
peditions were the only things that could show them that 
no weakness or fear existed. What we missionaries 
wanted was a judicious punishment spread over the en- 
tire affected district.” 

This expedition seems to have been a thorn in the side 
of Dr. Ament on account of its leniency, for on another 
occasion he has had this to say of it: 

“Orders given by General Wilson were that no soldier 
was to fire his n unless fired upon. And no Boxers 
wee. to be punished. It was in no sense a punitive ex- 
pedition. 

“The Chinese could not understand such leniency. A 
well-equipped body of 265 cavalrymen, under able officers, 
passed through a region filled with bloodthirsty Boxers, 
whose hands were red with blood of more than a hundred 
Christians, where thousands of dollars’ worth of proper- 
ty had been destroyed and many chapels burned, and 
not one man was called to account for this terrible law- 
lessness. Only in one place, where the soldiers were 
fired upon, were there any offensive operations on the 
part of the troops. 

“One gun fired at a troop of foreign soldiers would 
easily result in the destruction of a village or villages 
and the loss of many lives. But in a village where scores 
of native Christians have perished by the hands of the 
Boxers, and missionaries have been driven out and vili- 
fied, for the latter to demand the punishment of a few 
notorious leaders is considered by some contrary to the 
professions which they make.” 

To others will be suggested these two questions, which 
have risen in the mind of the “Sun”: 


Was the course pursued by the American military com- 
manders, or was the course urged upon the soldiers by 
the missionaries who held Dr. Ament’s views on “the 
distribution of judicious punishment” the nearer to the 
teachings of Christ and the policy of Christian civiliza-

Was there any relation of sequence and consequence

between the Rev. Dr. Ament se rorsyth and his 26 
eavalrymen, and an additional fine of thirty-three per 
cent. from other villages which he visited subsequently, 
unattended by troops? 

We invite those philosophers and ministers of religion 
who have been wont to denounce the Army as an agency 
of evil to consider the spectacle of an Army officer giving 
to the avowed ministers of the Prince of Peace not only 
examples of mercy, but actually standing between the 
@hinese and what, if the Army had demanded it, would 
probably be called a bloodthirsty revenge. This is one 
of the most striking lessons of the Chinese war, which 
in this respect, if in no other, seems to have given us 
more vivid revelations of ourselves than of the Chinese 
themselves. In this particular instance it does seem 
that the gift that Burns prayed would be given to those 
who considered themselves among the elect has been 
operating very successfully these latter days, and we are 
able to see “oursel’s” in an entirely new perspective. 
If any one had predicted that the Chinese war would 
result in the soldiers representing the lenient and merci- 
ful side of our nature and the missionaries standing for 
its opposite, he would certainly have been set down as 
out of his senses, and we were not ready to accept all 
that the missionaries were said to have done and to have 





been prevented from doing until so authoritative a voice. 


as Dr. Ament’s was heard. 

It is to be remarked, in addition, that if the missiona- 
ries were systematically watched by such a crowd of 
maligners, slanderers and calumniators as seem to have 
made the Army their prey, they might be laid open to 
ever severer indictments than those which Dr. Ament’s 
own words bring against them. The Army is not dis- 
posed to say a word against the missionaries, recog- 
nizing frankly the good they have done in the past and 
the good they are doing to-day, where they are not car- 
ried away by the heat of personal prejudice or by that 
hatred which is instinctively felt by those who have seen 
nothing of bloodshed, toward those who perpetrate acts 
of wanton cruelty. The soldier, being accustomed to see 


a sounder average opinion of the guilt involved in the 
act and is more likely to form a healthier estimate of 
the punishment that should be meted out to the offender. 

Throughout the entire Chinese campaign not a word 
of detraction relative to the missionaries has come from 
the Army, although the declarations of such men as 
Dr. Ament would indicate that the missionaries threw 
themselves open to criticism that might have made a 
successful appeal to facts for its justification. The 
Chinese war, if not primarily, was in large measure 
brought about by the missionaries, and it hardly be- 
comes any of them to go out of their way to criticize 
the men that risked their lives to avenge the wrongs 
committed on the church workers and to give the 
assurance of safety to future religious work in China.

CHARGE OF THE HOBBY-HORSE BRIGADE. 


When, in our issue of April 13, we spoke of the ad- 
mirable methods of conciliation pursued by Col. C. O. 
Hood, of the 16th Infantry, to win the confidence and 
sympathy of the Filipinos in the Aparri district of 
Luzon, we had occasion to refer to his visits to the 
native cock-pits more as a spectator than as a judge 
of the morality of the sport. At the time we expressed 
misgivings lest some fanatical reformers should seize 
upon this revelation of official conduct to condemn Col- 
onel Hood and to seek to have amusements in the 
Archipelago adjusted to the provincial American idea 
of morality. Our expectations have been realized in 
part, as we now see in the despatches from Manila that 
a number of reformers recently held a meeting in Ma- 
nila at which cock-fighting was condemned and resolu- 
tions were adopted calling for the suppression of the 
practice. 

It is unfortunate that the Army'in its work of pacifi- 
cation should be hampered by the ardor of reformers 
whose zeal outruns their judgment, and that think that 
the world can be made better by the mere passage of 
laws, as do our prohibition friends in Maine and Kan- 
sas. Making men good by statute has always been, and 
probably always will be, a hopeless task. The average 
reformer goes at the question of reform with the idea 
that his standard is the only standard, like many re- 
ligionists who decide the question of what is heterodoxy 
in accordance with the principle that “orthodoxy is my 
doxy; heterodoxy is your doxy.” The wide latitude that 
the Army officer is willing to grant other peoples and 
races in their search for amusement undoubtedly comes 
from the national character of the Army. The officer 
is the servant of the entire country, and his opinions 
are therefore necessarily molded less by local influence 
than by the general average of the sentiment of the 
country taken as a whole. He is shifted from garrison 
to garrison, from post to post, and in this moving about 
his views soon come to take on a sort of composite 
character which is not enjoyed by the man whose life 
has been largely spent in one locality, and who, no 
matter how broad he may mean to make his views, can- 
not escape the pressure and compulsion of his narrowed 
environment, which must come to reflect itself in his 
opinions. It was Montesquieu, we believe, who gave 
expression to the wise observation: “Show me the lo- 
cality a man lives in and I will tell you his opinions.” 

It is this breadth of view and catholicity of spirit that 
have long made association with many Army officers an 
education in liberalness of thought. We have known 
men of unbearable narrowness of sympathy, which they 
have confessed later, that have come in contact with 
officers of the Army and Navy through the relations of 
club life, and that have found their horizons widening 
and their ideas taking on a scope that made them al- 
together more companionable and fitter to grapple with 
the problems of the community in which they lived. 
The average civilian is essentially local; the Navy and 
Army officer is necessarily national. It is all a question 
of standpoint, and between the two we are ready to 
assert that the view of the man whose horizon is bounded 
only by the oceans that confine the country is a safer 
one to follow than the opinion of the man whose horizon 
is limited by “the woods that bring the sunset near.” 
It is in a sense the difference between the widely trav- 
eled cosmopolitan and the provincial who has never wan- 
dered from his own fireside, and who believes that all 
firesides should be patterned after his own. How often 
Americans are found, on first reaching Europe, to com- 
plain about the customs of the country, only to realize 
after adjusting themselves to them that they were alto- 
gether as well fitted to make life agreeable as the things 
to which they had been accustomed at home. Officers 
of Volunteers have told us that the men that make the 
first and loudest complaints when hard service is encoun- 
tered are not those who have been accustomed to the 
best at home but those whose life has been exceedingly 
circumscribed, especially in the matter of rations. 

In Porto Rico, as well as in the Philippines, has the 
question of regulating the people’s amusements become 
one of the amusements of the reformers. Only the other 
day the legality of cock-fighting was brought before the 
insular administration for decision. It will be remem- 
bered that when the late Gen. Guy V. Henry became 
Military Governor of Porto Rico, a great clamor was 
raised by the reformers at home that cock-fighting should 
be suppressed, and those who know his breadth of view 
need not be told of the disgust with which his order 
against cock-fighting was finally issued. The prohibition, 
not being sustained by local sentiment, became a dead 
letter, and it would probably have remained so if some 


cry. 

We do not say that cock-fighting is to be commended, 
and indeed it would be a good thing for the human race 
if it could be abolished, but these crusades against local 
amusements in our new possessions not only engender 
bitterness of feeling among the natives but give us too 
easy a chance to pose as benevolent humbugs. With the 
amusements of our own country presenting all sorts of 
objectionable features, our high moral attitude toward 
the sports of other countries is the veriest impertinence. 
A country that has furnished the world’s champion pugi- 
list for decades ought to be sensitive enough of its own 
shortcomings to keep a little in the background, and not 
make its own failings the more conspicuous by suggest- 
ing a comparison between them and those of other peo- 
ples. Probably there is not a single big metropolitan 
horse race in the United States in which there is not 
more money won and lost than changes hands in a 
decade in cock-pit betting in the Philippines. Only a few 
days ago there was a vigorous denunciation of the use 
of pigeons in our shooting tournaments, but the loud and 
general support that the practice received from the press 
and public alike showed that the pugnacious game cock 
is one thing and the timid pigeon is quite another when 
it comes to effecting reforms in national amusements. 
Possibly some cynical Porto Rican or Filipino may in- 
dulge in sarcastic reflections*on the consistency of a peo- 
ple that will permit thé spurring, lashing and electrizing 
of racehorses till they drop dead at the wire, and yet 
interfere with the sports of other peoples that have re- 
ceived the endorsement if not the encouragement of a 
large section of the Christian clergy for centuries. 

One danger that threatens the hoped-for establishment 
of relations of sympathy between the United States and 
the islanders is that the reformers will use these new 
fields for the exploitation of their pet theories, and we 
may look to see those lands overrun with that vast 
eavalry arm of the civilian life—the hobby-horse riders, 
each holding aloft the cross of a new crusade. What 
our new possessions need now is to be let alone in all 
non-essentials, and to have concentration of attention on 
essentials. The winning of the affections of an alien and 
strange people is more necessary than the purifying of 
their morals. Once their affections are enlisted, all 
other work becomes easy. Where that enlistment is 
lacking, all work becomes difficult. So far our officers 
have not been contaminated by enforced association with 
noisy and truculent reformers, and broad-mindedness 
still characterizes their administrative methods in the 
Philippines, but what ‘continued association with twen- 
tieth century Don Quixotes will do for them we do not 
like to dwell upon.

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PROMOTION FROM THE RANKS. 


“In the United States,” says the “Navy and Army 
Illustrated,” ‘“‘where equality and the rights of man 
have been much talked of, and in a large measure 
practically accepted, the commissioned ranks in the Navy 
and Army have been kept closed by insisting on the 
necessity of a careful education for officers. Though 
Annapolis and West Point are open to all who can se- 
cure a nomination, they have the monopoly of the com- 
missioned ranks.” We would respectfully call the at- 
tention of our English contemporary to the fact that 
only nine general officers of our Army are graduates of 
the Academy out of a total of thirty-two. Two of these 
general officers entered the military Service as enlisted 
men, as did a very considerable proportion of the field 
officers of our Army. Nearly one-half of our line offi- 
cers are not graduates of the Military Academy, and 
they, will smile when they learn that West Point has a 
monopoly of the commissioned ranks. 

According to last Army Register, that for January, 
1901, 53 per cent. of the officers of the Regular Army 
were graduates of the U. S. Military Academy, 37 per 
cent, were appointed from civil life, many of them 
having had experience as Volunteers during the Civil 
War, and 10 per cent. had been promoted from the ranks 
of the Army from second lieuterant to major general, 
including General Chaffee. If we take Volunteer ser- 
vice into the account we find that eighteen per cent. of 
the officers of our Army entered the military Service 
with muskets on their shoulders. This has been no bar 
to their promotion to the highest rank. The proportion 
of civilians and ex-enlisted men in our reorganized mili- 
tary establishment, as appearing in the next Army Regis- 
ter, will probably be still greater. 

We learn from the South African “Gazette” that no 
man in the British Army starting from the lowest round 
of the ladder of promotion has ever reached the highest 
rank, that of field marshal. As major most rankers 
finish their service; but a few, a very few, add a star 
to the crown upon the shoulder straps and become lieu- 
tenant colonels; fewer still become full colonels, while 
those who have actually served as major generals can 
be counted on the fingers of one hand. The first step 
which the budding major general takes when emerging 
from his original status of full private is to lance cor- 
poral, and the lance corporal has a hard time of it. 
In some corps 95-per cent. of all lance corporals ap- 
pointed revert sooner or later to the rank of private. 
Those who survive the ordeal are in due course pro- 
moted to corporal, wear two white cotton stripes on the 
arm instead of one, and receive a higher rate of pay. 

Next comes the appointment to lance sergeant. Up to 
this grade the soldier is subject to reduction to the ranks 
at the will of his commandiug officer. After serving his 
probation as lance sergeant for a period varying between 
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young “non-com.” finds himself one day “in orders” for 
his gold stripes, which is to say, he is promoted full 
sergeant. He is now an important unit in that great 
family, the regiment, and takes a more or less promi- 
nent part in the social life that centres round the ser- 
geants’ mess. From among the eight color sergeants of 
a battalion is selected, as a general rule, the regimental 
sergeant-major. The next step, that from sergeant 
major to second lieutenant, is the most important of all, 
for it is here that the soldier passes that barrier which 
separates the non-commissioned from the commissioned 
ranks. To many, too, it is a terrible trial, for it is the 
custom nowadays to gazette the newly fledged officer to 
some regiment other than his own.

SUPREME COURT ON NEW POSSESSIONS. 


The decisions of the Supreme Court on the insular 
cases made public this week were so involved that many 
different opinions of their bearing have been expressed, 
Senator J, B. Foraker, of Ohio, whose name is borne 
by the Porto Rican civil government and tariff law, is 
particularly well qualified to discuss the scope of the 
decisions, and we give as follows his views thereon: 

“In order that the decision may be fully understood 
it is mecessary to bear in mind that Porto Rico has 
passed through three distinct periods that have relation 
to these cases. In the first plaee, prior to the Spanish- 
American War Porto Rico was a province of Spain, 
ind as ‘such, foreign territory in every sense of the 
word. The island remained foreign territory in a legal 
sense, notwithstanding our conquest and military occu- 
pation and government, until the ratification of the 
treaty of peace, when it ceased to be foreign territory 
and became a possession or depend of the United 
States, but not a part of the United States. Being a 
lependency of this country, it was domestic territory 
as contradistinguished from foreign territory. It is do- 
mestie territory still, but it underwent a further change 
in its legal relation to this country when Congress en- 
acted the law of April 12, 1900, providing a civil gov- 
ernment and tariff duties for the support of the same. 
Since April 12, 1900, it is territory belonging to the 
United States, in respect of which Congress has enacted 
legislation fixing the status of its inhabitants, providing 
a government for them and providing also for the neces- 
sary revenues to support the same. Between the rati- 
fication of the treaty of peace and this legislation of 
April 12, 1900, it was territory of the United States, in 
respect of which Congress had not exercised any power 
whatever by legislation or otherwise. 

“What the court decided was that while we were 
occupying Porto Rico, prior to the ratification of the 
treaty of ce, it was foreign territory and our occu- 
pation a government was military, and all that was 
done was in the nature of a military necessity and 7 
on that account; that from and after the ratification o: 
the treaty of peace it was no longer foreign but domes- 
tie territory within the meaning of our tariff law, ac- 
cording to which tariff duties can be collected only on 
importations from foreign countries, and that conse- 
quently the duties collected on imports from Porto Rico 
after the ratification of the treaty of peace and prior to 
April 12, 1900, when Congress first legislated, were 
illegally collected—illegally collected, however, not be- 
cause Congress was without constitutional power to 
impose such duties on importations from Porto Rico, 
but because during that period Congress had not so 
legislated. 

“The third proposition decided by the court and the 
one of supreme importance, was that Porto Rico, 
being a territory of the United States, is not a part of 
the United States but only territory belonging to the 
United States, and that it is, therefore, within the con- 
stitutional power of Congress to so legislate with respect 
to it, including the imposition of tariff duties, as it may 
see fit, and the Congress, having so legislated on the 12th 
day of April, 1900,-the provisions of that law are valid 
and to be upheld and enforced; in other words the effect 
of the decision is that the Constitution does not follow 
the flag and that Congress has plenary power under the 
Constitution to govern our insular acquisitions accord- 
ing to their respective necessities. The Supreme Court 
goes even further, and says that if there were no Con- 
stitutional provisions investing Congress with this power 
it would yet, nevertheless, ex necessitate, have this 
power since the States, acting in their statal capacity, 
could not provide the necessary legislation and political 
sovereignity can be exercised only by the political de- 
partment of the Government. The decision is a com- 
plete vindication of the position held by the Republican 
party with respect to the power of Congress to legislate 
for Porto Rico and the Philippines, and settles it once 
and for all that the United States is the equal in 
sovereign power of any other independent government.”

The West Point incident seens to have been finally 
closed by the action of Secretary Root on May 27, when 
he gave an audience to the five Cadets dismissed from 
the Academy. The Cadets called upon the Secretary 
that day in the company of Senators Hawley and 
Cockrell, who have interested themselves in their be- 
half. Senator Hawley said that his only interest in the 
matter was due to the fact that he thought the Cadets 
should be given a chance to state their case to Secre- 
tary Root. The Secretary told the former Cadets 
that he could do nothing for them, even if he was so 
disposed, under the law, and they were given a chance 
to go over the matter with the Judge Advocate General 
of the Army, who practically told them the same thing. 
The names of the former Cadets who called upon the 
Secretary are Henry L. Bowlby, John A. Cleveland, 
T. F. Keller, R. A. Linton and B. O. Mahaffey. 

Cadet Shannon, of Minnesota, who was

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ENGLAND’S NEED OF AN ARMY, 


While the British Parliamgnt is discussing the sub- 
ject of army reform the “Army and Navy Gazette” 
calls attention to the fact that what England needs is 
not so much army reform as an army. The recently 
published report of the Director General of Recruiting 
is not encouraging as to the future, and fills sober, 
matter-of-fact people with misgivings. The excitement 
of war may stimulate recruiting for a time, but under 
ordinary conditions the number of men obtainable under 
the voluntary system is not sufficient for current normal 
needs. The effort should be to make proper provision 
for the personnel, for otherwise the most elaborate 
schemes of reform are not worth the paper upon which 
they are written. Better pay is needed to tempt men 
into the ranks, and more independence. On this head 
our contemporary says: 

“Our military system is still on the old strict mediae- 
val lines. Discipline is one thing, coercion another. Or- 
ders can surely be enforced, willing obedience obtained, 
without that complete surrender of self which military 
traditions think indispensable. Why, apart from the 
different character of their duties, should the soldier be 
more tied than the policeman? hy must he wear 
uniform constantly, answer to his name at all hours, tind 
ingress and egress barred at the barrack gate, and go 
to bed like a school-boy betimes? These are questions 
asked by the more progressive soldiers of the day, and 
although to expect their proximate solution in a libera 
sense may be deemed revolutionary, the fact cannot be 
ignored that the maintenance of such restrictions re-acts 
upon the possible recruit. If we are to attract larger 
numbers, and from higher classes, the lien on the soldier 
will have to be made lighter. Still shorter terms of 
service, greater freedom to break the contract, more 
relaxation in routine duties, all these must tend to good. 
Nothing less, it is to be feared, will mend matters and 
save us from the deadlock approaching when an army 
will be more than ever wanted, and will yet be less and 
less easily obtained.”

REPORT ON COMDR. ROPER’S DEATH. 


The following is the official report of Lieut. John J. 
Knapp, executive officer of the U. 8. 8S. Petrel, on the 
death of Lieut. Comdr. Jesse M. Roper: 

U. 8S. S. Petrel, Off Cavite, P. I., April 1, 1901. 

Sir: It is my very painful duty to report to you the 
death of Lieut. Comdr. J. M. Roper, U. 8. N., on the 
81st ultimo at 7.45 a. m., due to suffocation by smoke.

Twenty-two officers and men, in addition to, their. 


commanding officer, were overcome by the smoke and. 


gases. All recovered with the exception of Lieutenant 
Commander Roper, who was brought on deck uneon- 
scious, and never regained consciousness in spite of 
the earnest efforts of the surgeon of the ship (Asst. 
Surg. R. W. Plummer), by whom he was pronounced 
dead at 7.45 a. m. All the officers and men acted 
courageously, and did their utmost to subdue the fire 
and to assist their uments officer. 

It is deemed that though Lieutenant Commander 
Roper did not meet his death in action against the 
enemy, his end was even more glorious, as he gave up 
his life, fully realizing the danger he went into, in 
order that a member of his crew might live—a ‘hero's 


death.

As to the fire itself, Lieutenant Knapp thus reports: 

At about 7:07 a. m., fire was discovered in the sail 
room. Soon after all hands had been called an odor of 
fire was noticed forward, An inspeetion was made of 
the forehold but nothing was discovered and as the gai- 
ley had smoked badly that morning, due to lack of 
draught, the smell of fire was attributed to that cause. 
When the hatch to the sage way outside the. sail 
room was lifted, smoke burst out and the fire alarm 
was sounded. Two streams of water were at once turned 
into the sail room passage and men went down into it 
in order to open the doors to the sail room and e 
store room and to direct the streams of water therein. 
Owing to the smoke and gases the men were re tedly 
driven out and it became not only a fight nst fire 
but to save life. Twenty-three officers and men were 
overcome by the smoke and — the Commanding, 
Officer, Lieutenant-Commander Jesse M. Roper, meeting 
death in consequence thereof in “his ‘noble and coura- 
geous effort to save the life of one of his crew."’ Naval 
Cadet Lewis was also overcome and his life barely saved. 
Lieutenant McKean, too, was overcome by the smoke 
and gases Ensign Holman, though on the sick list, 
took charge and extinguished the fire. 

The sail room was stowed with sails, boat covers, can- 
vas, etc. There was nothing stowed therein, to my 
knowledge or to those who have, at various times, had 
charge of the said sail room, that would tend to pro- 
duce spontaneous combustion. The fire apparently started 
in the forward inboard end of the sail room. I am unable 
to state positively the cause of the fire but I am informed 
that the man detailed to act as sailmaker’s mate, J. 
L. Carlsson, bugler, entered the sail room between mid- 
night and 1:00 a. m., of March 31, with a lantern to 
break out a cot, which latter he was ordered to do. 

All unite in praising the conduct and lantry of both 
officers and men. In this connection I desire to call at- 
tention to reports of the various officers. have for- 
warded through you to the Secretary of the Navy, a 
report of the death of the late Lieutenant-Commander 
Roper, in which the manner of his noble and courageous, 
conduct is fully described. 

I deem it fitting that the gallant conduct of Naval 
Cadet Lewis, in endeavoring to save life at the risk of 
his own and to relieve his commanding officer of such 
hazardous duty should be appropriatel . He 
fearlessly and unhesitatingly exposed his ‘e and that 
he is alive to-day is undoubtedly due to his youth 
vitality. In a similar manner it is deemed that a) - 
ate r nition should be given Lieutenant J. c- 
Kean, who, though sick and relieved from duty in con- 
sequence, yet, after seeing the fatal consequence of go- 
ing down into the smoke and gases nevertheless unhesi- 
tatingly proceeded below and aided by the men of the 
crew, sent on deck his commanding officer and Naval 
Cadet Lewis. Furthermore, too much credit cannot be 
given to Ensign Holman avho, though on the sick list 
and relieved from duty, went into e smoke and 
filled way, and so ably directed the men 
daringly followed him that they successfully subdued 
the fire. 

Assistant Surgeon R. W. Plummer was confronted with 
the serious situation of having twenty-three persons in 
all suffocated—a number being in immediate danger of 
death. It undoubtedly reflects great credit upon his 

rsonal efforts and professional skill that the list of 
atalities was not largely increased. Assistan - 
ter Addison rendered Surgeon t tance 
carrying out his instructions and Naval Cadet Lewis 
in a great measure owes his life to the aid rendered 
him by Paymaster Addison. Major H. D. Wise, 47th 
Infantry, U. 5.

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FINDINGS IN THE CASE OF CAPTAIN HALL. 


The conclusions of the Court of Inquiry on the con- 
duct of Capt. Newton H. Hall, U. S. Marine Corps, 
touching his conduct during the Pekin siege, have 
turned out to be practically what we predicted they 
would be several months ago, when the first talk about 
him was heard. We learned then that the feminine 
element, which is especially conspicuous in cooped-up 
situations like that at Pekin, had a large part in the 
reports concerning Captain Hall. The findings of the 
court on every material charge acquit Captain Hall. 
He was not guilty of cowardice; he did not advise 
Captain Myers to abandon the wall, ask him to retreat 
or tell him that he had been shelled out; he did not 
fail to place his 1-pdr. gun in position; his men were 
not disorganized; their morale was excellent, and 
though there were some indications of the lack of 
superior discipline, “the discipline would appear very 
good under the conditions.” Captain Hall, as the 
court further finds, did not refuse to go into the 
deserted Chinese barricades to take the Chinese firing 
line in flank and rear, and Sir Claude Macdonald did 
protest against giving a responsible or dangerous duty 
to Captain Hall. 

The only allegation sustained by the finding of the court 
is that of “abandoning the Tartar City wall on June 
28, 1900,” and this abandonment was found by the 
court to “have been provoked by the most intense fire 
from the enemy that was encountered during the siege 
of the legations and by a resulting situation which the 
young officer overestimated.” 

What was the force which Captain Hall drew off 
from the wall at this critical juncture? Exactly nive 
U. 8S. Marines, one gunner’s mate, two sailors, U. S. 
Navy, and ten Germans, together with two guns. The 
court records the fact that the retreat was not pre- 
cipitate, “but that it was conducted deliberately and 
without evidence of excitement or fear,” and, further, 
that during the retreat the men passed Capt. John T. 
Myers, U. 8. Marine Corps, commanding the Marines 
at Pekin, and there is no evidence produced, says the 
court, that Captain Myers expressed any disapproval 
of the retreat. The court then goes on to say: 

“The evidence does not show any effort made by 
any one to induce Captain Hall to remain on the wall 
at any time prior to June 30. But it does appear in 
the allegations that a note was written to him on July 
2 by Minister Conger—the day after Captain Myers 
had abandoned the wall and four days after Captain 
Hall had abandoned the wall—in which he (Mr. Conger) 
threatens to prefer charges against him (Hall) if he 
should leave the wall without being driven therefrom, 
and it is evident to the court that Captain Hall’s re- 
treating from the Tartar City was an error of judgment. 

“While the evidence indicates great caution, it also 
shows coolness, self possession, personal exposure, cheer- 
ful spirits, vigilance and solicitude for his men under 
fire—qualities contradictory of timidity, and not tend- 
ing to impair discipline. Caution is such a valuable 
military quality that it is difficult to determine when it 
attains the censurable amount implied by the word 
‘over-cautious,’ and the evidence presented is deemed 
insufficient to this end. That Captain Hall abandoned 
the vital position on the wall, without permission or 
order of superior authority, and expressed no desire to 
assist in ‘retaking it, may be accounted for as an un- 
fortunate error in judgment and lack of appreciation 
of the immense responsibilities belonging to his trust. 
The evidence shows that Captain Hall said the next 
morning, or soon after the 28th of June, that he was 
sorry that he had given up the position, but at the 
time he thought it was untenable. In his statement to 
the Secretary of the Navy, Captain Hall also refers to 
his position as having been made for the moment un- 
tenable. 

“In the opinion of the Court no further proceedings 
against Capt. N. H. Hall should be had, (1) for the 
reason that, of the allegations against him, which have 
been sustained in part, that of abandoning the Tartar 
City wall, in the City of Pekin, China, on the 28th of 
June, 1900, is found to have been provoked by the 
most intense fire from the enemy that was encountered 
during the siege of the legations and by a resulting 
situation which the young officer overestimated; (2) for 
the reasons that he has already suffered sufficiently for 
the world-wide publication and criticism of his conduct 
in Pekin; (3) for the reason that his good service in 
Pekin, as shown by the evidence, should offset his error 
of judgment.” 

In the records of the court it is stated that the com- 
manding officer of the Marines, Captain Myers, did not 
at the time find any fault with the retreat of Captain 
Hall, immediately afterwards, nor in his report to 
Washington, which we published on Nov. 17, 1900, It 
may be open to remark that # is very easy to predicate 
an error of judgment of an act after the fighting is 
all over, but as Captain, Myers, who was on the spot, 
made no attempt to call Captain Hall’s attention to the 
“error of judgment,” it must be plain that the error 
was not so patent when the “most intense fire of the 
whole siege” was being poured on the handful of men 
as it appeared later in the cool councils of a court room. 

In this connection it is interesting to record what 
Captain Myers says in his own report, published on 
Nov. 17 last, of his own abandonment of the wall, to 
which the court refers: “On July 1, the Germans 
were forced to leave the wall by a heavy shell fire. As 
this left my rear unguarded, and exposed men going up 
and down the ramparts and across the street to a 
heavy fire, I also withdrew into our legation. After 
some consultation with the American Minister and 
Mr. Squiers, it was decided that the place must be 
retaken and held at any cost. * * * We thereupon, 
after an absence of about fifteen minutes, returned, find- 
ing that the Chinese had once more failed to discover 
our retreat.” (ie : 

We quote this extract not to criticise Captain Myers, 
buf to show the frank nature of his report. He was 
willing to record the fact that he himself had left a 
position which civilian advice induced him to seek to 
retake, and that when he got back he found that the 
Chinese had not even taken his old place. If he 
speaks thus openly of his own acts, it is not likely he 
would have failed to make official record of Captain 
Hall’s shortcomings if they had been in evidence. Cap- 
tain Myers admits that he left his position, and the 


idea conveyed by reading his report is that it would not 
have been retaken but for the advice of two civilians. 
There is no mention anywhere that this retreat was 
made under the “most intense fire of the entire siege,” 
and it is distinctly stated that at the time two civilians 
saw the error of judgment which seems to have been 
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established by the unopposed retaking of the position. 

There was no court of inquiry in Captain Myers’s 

case, and it is likely that Captain Hall would have 

fared as well if a state of affairs had not existed in 

—* which is thus described in the findings of the 
urt: 

“Before concluding its report the court feels called 
upon to remark that there will be found in the record 
a great deal of incidental or collateral evidence going 
to show the prevalence of a feeling adverse to Captain 
Hall, officially and socially, at the United States Le- 
gation, which naturally would not tend to minimize any 
mistake or unpopular act on his part. Femininity figures 
on certain pages, and it is plainly indicated that some 
of the severest criticisms of Captain Hall are traceable 
to the same residence which extols into heroic import- 
ance a civilian who is incidentally condemned by evi- 
dence adduced by the defense.” 

The “civilian” referred to is evidently Mr. Squiers. 

The next to the last paragraph of Admiral Remey’s 
report of the findings of the court reads as follows: ‘The 
foregoing findings and opinion of the court are based on 
the best evidence obtainable, seventeen of the eighteen 
witnesses examined having actively participated in the 
defense of the legations. It is noted that the allega- 
tions, reports, statements, criticisms or complaints made 
against Captain Hall are attributed to Major L. W. 
T. Waller, U. S. M. C.; Major Gen. A. R. Chaffee, 
U. 8S. V.; Capt. Wm. Crozier, Ordnance Department, 
U. S. A.; Major J. M. Lee, 9th U. S. Inf., Acting In- 
spector General, none of whom were present in the 
legations during the siege; and to Capt. John T. Myers, 
U. S. M. C.; Asst. Surg. T. M. Lippitt, U. 8S. N.; Hon. 
E. H. Conger, U. S. Minister to China; Sir Claude 
Macdonald, H. B. M. Minister to China; Mr. Squiers, 
secretary to the U. 8S. Legation, and Mr. W. N. Pethick, 
a civilian magazine writer, etc., living with Mr. Squiers, 
who were all present in the legation during the siege. 
Of those who were present the court obtained the at- 
tendance of Assistant Surgeon Lippitt; it is regrettable 
that Captain Hall could not be confronted with his 
principal accusers, Captain Myers, Mr. Squiers and 
Mr. Pethick; but their attendance, in spite of repeated 
efforts, the court was unable to secure.” 

Mr. Pethick, who has been for so many years one 
of the principal men on the staff of the Viceroy, Li 
Hung Chang, will be interested in seeing himself dis- 
missed a& “a civilian magazine writer.” 

It will be observed that the allegations appear to 
have been made by none of those mentioned, but merely 
“attributed” to them. The court says that Captain 
Myers, a brother officer, was an “accuser” of Captain 
Hall, but the Regulations prescribe the proper way to 
make accusations, namely, by the preferment of official 
charges. 

We are not disposed to dismiss this case without 
calling attention to one feature of it that does not 
seem to have been sufficiently considered. That is the 
responsibility of our Army and Navy officers on the 
firing line to the opinion of civilians occupying minis- 
terial or ambassadorial powers. There appears no- 
where any official charge preferred by Captain Hall’s 
superior officer in Pekin against him, and but for the 
assumption on the part of certain civilians it is likely 
that nothing would have been said against Captain 
Hall, and that the Marines would have come out of 
the Pekin siege without a single blot on their record; 
and we are loth at this day to see any officer pilloried 
because of this or that view of a civilian as to what 
should have been done on the firing line. 

If our officers hereafter in beleaguered cities are not 
to be permitted to exercise their military discretion in 
crises without first consulting civilians it will prac- 
tically place the lives of those whom the military may 
be defending into the hands of men without military 
responsibility.

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DESIGNS FOR ARTILLERY INSIGNIA. 

No action has been taken this week in the matter of 

insignia for the Artillery Corps. Suggestions con- 
tinue to be made to the Chief of Artillery by the various 
officers interested in seeing the matter settled, but 
none of them has yet been approved. It would seem to 
us that a better plan would be to submit the entire 
matter to an experienced artist, who could prepare 
several designs, from which it would probably not be a 
dificult matter to make a_ selection which would 
meet the requirements of. the Service. Ahis question 
of insignia should be settled without any more delay. 
_ We give here a collection of the suggestions concern- 
ing artillery insignia which have been accumulating at 
our office during the past few weeks. None of them has 
any special artistic merit, and they emphasize the sug- 
gestion we have made, that the preparation of a design 
should be intrusted to some artist of national reputation. 
We have already had too much ’prentice work in this 
line, apparently based upon the theory that a knowledge 
of the military art includes a mastery of all other arts, 
especially the art of drawing and designing. 

The design below, on the left, is intended to bear the 
number on the gold insignia in white metal. The wheel 
shown in the design is omitted in the case of the Coast 
Artillery. The design on the right has a prospect of 
being adopted for all branches of the artillery. It is 
intended to be worn on each side of the collar. The 
letters “U. 8.” are to be in gold, on a scarlet shield, 
piped with black. 





The design following, on the left, is sent by a cor- 
respondent who evidently has a touch of humor in his 
composition. In the design on the right it is intended 
to substitute shrapnel for A. P. shell, in the design for 
light artillery. It is intended to have the letters in 
silver or gold, the letters to be the same as those used 
by the Engineers. 








The following designs, submitted by the 22 
master’s Department, have been disapproved. guns 
are intended to be of the latest designs. 





The following are the designs of Col. Henry H. Whit- 
ney, A. D. C, The one on the left is the original design. 
The wings, being intended to represent the Field Ar- 
tillery, are omitted in the insignia for the Coast Ar- 
tillery. On the right is the amended design, which is 
intended for both Coast and Field Artillery, the com- 
pany number being dependent therefrom. It is purposed 
that the letters “U. S.” should be worked into the de- 
sign as a monogram. 





The designs following can be used to designate either 
the Coast or Field Artillery, according to the initial let- 
ter on the shield. It is purposed that these designs should 
be executed in gold embroidery or in gold and gilt metal. 
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The badge of the British Royal Artillery is a grenade 
on the collar of jacket and tunic. No regimental balk e 
is worn on the cap. The cannon is worn by all of the 
warrant officers, staff sergeants and sergeants, on the 
sleeve in addition to the chevrons. The numerals “1,” 
“2,” “3” and “4” are worn on the shoulder straps to 
designate the brigades. The motto is “ubique” and 
“quo fas et gloria ducunt,” i. e., “any whither and 
anywhere” and “whither right and glory lead.” The 
badge of the Royal Marine Artillery is a globe with 
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laurel branches on the collar. The laurel has been 
worn since 1802 in — of the capture of Belle 
Isle, on the south coast of Brittany, in 1761, by Com- 
modore and General Hodgson. lobe was 
selected as the regimental badge by George IV in 1827. 
The motto of the Royal Marine Artillery is “per mare 
et terram.” The Royal Marine Fencible Artillery wear 
a grenade on the collar; the royal cipher and a maltese 
cross are borne on the helmet plate. The lightness and 
simplicity of. these_designs as compared with those pro- 
posed for our.Artillery is apparent. Somewhat after 
this order is a design suggested to us in which the let- 
ters “A C” aré combined in a monogram with the 
number of the company underneath. The figures, and 
perhaps the monogram, could be in different colors to 
distinguish the Coast from the Field Artillery. To 
attempt to use clumsy guns and projectiles to designate 
the Artillery is as unnecessary as it is to distinguish it 
from the other arms by some equally clumsy device 
on the seam of the trousers. The color of the * 
js sufficient, just as the difference in color between the 
leat on the shoulder straps distinguishes between a 
maior and a lieutenant colonel. Good taste and sim- 
plivity should be controlling in the selection of a de- 
sign. Any design will speedily be recognized, just as 
the different designs on the shoulder straps indicate the 
rank Without their being in any way symbolic of that 
rank.

AN ARTIST ON ARTILLERY INSIGNIA. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

From the standpoint of an artist let me thank you 
for vour editorial suggestion that in the preparation of 
devices for the Artillery Corps and other arms of the 
Service the War Department should call upon some de- 
signer of reputation for a properly drawn idea. All the 
devices of the Army are more or less badly designed, 
especially the ridiculous eagle, or chicken, or whatever 
it is, that is serawled on the fronts of the officers’ caps. 
Such an inartistically wrought thing would never be 
permitted on a foreign uniform. Another extremely bad 
thing is the big block letter sign (a la Battle-ax Plug) 
ou the blouse collar, “U. 8S.” Why on earth they do 
not know that anything of this sort should be made 
into a neat monogram of graceful letters is past all 
understanding; but, all the same, it injures us as a 
nation to have all our national devices represented in 
the fashion of an illiterate and uncultivated people.

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 


Asst. Secretary Spaulding, under date of May 16, in 
Order 65 amends Order 20 so that there shall not be admit- 
ted on board Revenue Cutter Vessels any distilled 
spirits, except upon the order of the commanding officer, 
and then for medicinal purposes only; and all such so 
ordered shall be placed in the charge of the medical 
officer attached, or if thre no medical officer, it will 
be placed in the charge of an officer to be selected by the 
commanding officer, who shall be responsible to him for 
its use and safe keeping. 

er 65 prescribes a shoulder mark, to be worn upon 
the white service coat, as follows: For line officers, 
to be made of dark blue cloth; for Engineer officers of 
scarlet cloth; for both, to be 5 to 5% inches long, 2 
inches wide, and rounded at upper end; to be lined with 
hair cloth and backed with biack silk or satin. For 
me ge to the coat the shoulder mark is to be pro- 
vided th a strap of the same material as the backing, 
1 inch wide, sewed at bottom, or outer end of the mark, 
and to have a small Revenue Cutter Service screw but- 
ton at the upper or inner end; a metal eyelet large 
enough to admit the screw of the button to pass through 
is to be put in the center of the shoulder mark, three- 
quarters of an inch from the upper edge; there will be 
a strip of one-eighth inch gold lace, sewed on, all around 
and close to the edge; the insignia of rank now worn on 
the collar of the blue service coat shall be embroidered 
on the field of the shoulder mark. 

In Order 67, attention is called to the fact that G. O. 
No. 1 (discharges) was amended by G. O. 44. This amend- 
ment does not affect Par. 371, Regulations R. C. S., as 
amended by G. O. 35, subdivision 3. The two cases are 
distinctly different and must not be confounded. 

Order No. 68 announces that, in many cases, orders 
have been given to the disbursing officer, to pay the 
salary due an officer or enlisted man to a person other 
than himself. This is held to be a violation of the re- 
quirements of Pars. 878 and 880, Regulations, and of 
Section 3477, Revised Statutes, and the practice will be 
discontinued. 

The revenue cutter Grant, which ran on a rock in 
Saanich Inlet, some ten miles from Victoria, B. C., May 
22, was successfully floated and arrived at Victoria May 
27, in tow of a cutter and a tug. She will have her 
damage made good at Victoria.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The “United Service Gazette” says: 
Boiler Committee are going to a French port to inspect 
the wonderful ship, the Russian cruiser Variag, which 
has recently been built by the Cramps of Philadelphia, 
and achieved a great speed. The particular feature of 
the vessel is that she is fitted with Niclausse boilers, 
and has developed 20,000 indicated horse-power, and at- 
tained a speed of 23 knots, which is the more remark- 
able as the vessel is of the protective deck type, and is 
only- of 6,500 tons displacement. She corresponds in 
some respects to our Hermes class of 5,600 tons, which

develop only 10,000 indicated horse-power and have a 
speed of knots. The Niclausse boiler, it may be 
remembered, has been ordered for two of the cruisers 
of the County class of 9,800 tons and 22,000 indicated 
horse-power to steam 23 knots. It will thus be seen 
that, notwithstanding the greater displacement, the same 
high speed is got for slightly greater power than in the 
Variag, suggesting a much more easily-driven and finer. 
modelled ship.” 


M. de Lanessan, the French Minister of Marine, pro- 
poses to strengthen the French Navy by improving the 
condition of men of the lower deck, by ga 
larger future to them, and to place upon a better foot- 
ing the dockyard employees, giving them bounties to en- 

courage zeal, and allo the men to have a voice 
in awarding these. Each operative of the inferior 
class is a to ive twenty-five francs for his 


first child, thirty additional for his second, thirty- 
five for the third, and so on. Every ca ry of 
operatives has been divided into classes, each with 


zeal, and to give the men a voice in awarding these. 
Each operative of the inferior class is also to receive 
25 francs for his first child, 30 additional for his 
second, 35 for the third, and so on. Evrery category 
of operatives has been divided into classes, each with 
a special rate of pay, and advancement from one class 
to the other is regulated by committees, on which the 
workmen are represented. They also take their part 
in the committees which deal with the recruitment of 
the personnel, and which determine the pay of each new 
recruit according to his knowledge and experience. It 
is further proposed to establish professional nautica) 
schools for sons of seamen between the ages of thirteen 
and fourteen, to whom will be taught everythin at a 
seaman should know, fitting him later on for his work 
on board, whether it be concerned with mechanics, elec- 
tricity, gunnery, marksmanship or torpedoes. These 
schools are to bring into the lower deck a better class 
of men, who will form the elite, and it will be the 
object to retain these in the Navy by offering material 
advantages, proper promotion and eventually commis- 
sioned rank. pe 

This year will see the launching in Germany of four 
battleships and an armored cruiser, and orders have 
been given for the construction of another great ar- 
mored cruiser by Blohm and Voss at Hamburg, and of 
three small cruisers of the fourth class. 

The torpedo boat Tramontane was launched at Bor- 
deaux, May 2, all ready for sea. She is 45 metres long 
and 4.78 metres wide. She carries two 27-millimetre 
guns and has two torpedo tubes. Her engines are ex- 
pected to develop 4,400 horse-power, which will give her 
a speed of 30 knots an hour. 

Naval Constructor Baxter of the Charlestown Navy 
Yard has forwarded to the Bureau of Construction and 
Repairs a plate about three feet square, in the middle 
of which is an indentation one and three-quarter inches 
deep, made by a large fragment of a five or six-pound 
Spanish shell. The plate was taken from the starboard 
side of the Olympia’s superstructure, approximately under 
the forward bridge and very close to one of the five-inch 
guns. While the battle was in progress a shell burst 
near the officers on the bridge, one of the a 
whizzing by the Admiral. .The deeply indented plate 
gives a more forcible remiuder of the narrow escape from 
the bursting shell than has heretofore appeared. The 
plate either will be placed in Smithsonian Institution or 
given to Admiral Dewey. 

_The U. S. S. Kearsarge, Lieutenant Commander Mer- 
riam, was assigned to fire the salute off Grant’s Tomb, 
at Riverside Drive, New York, May 30. She is due at 
Newport, R. L., to be present at the opening of the 
Naval War College on June 3. All the work in placing 
the new 13-inch gun in the forward turret has been com- 
pleted, although it had been expected that the Kear- 
sarge could not go into service again before July 1. 

The gunboat Newport left New York for Newport, 
R. I., May 29, with four Spanish 12-centimetre guns 
captured at Manila. They were taken from the Isle de 
Cuba and the Don Juan de Austria, and were brought 
to Brooklyn on the training ship Buffalo. They are to 
be eames as trophies at the training station at New- 
port. 


The torpedo boat Bailey, built at Morris Heights, 
* has been accepted by the Government. , 
ollowing the ceremonies attending the reception of 
President McKinley at San Francisco, the Philadelphia 
has returned to the Mare Island Navy Yard for the 
completion of repairs, interrupted by the festivities. She 
will have several changes made in the armament com- 
posing her battery, and it is understood that these 
modifications will increase the battery efficiency in several 
important particulars. 


The “heeling experiments” on the Shubrick, at the 
W. R. Trigg Company’s Works, were carried out suc- 
cessfully last week under,the direction of Assistant 
Naval Constructor Groesbeck, and will be used for 
the determination of the heeling angles of several ves- 
sels of this class now under construction at other yards. 
The stability of these vessels has been a cause of some 
comment in actual service, and it is understood that the 
Shubrick will form no exception to the rule. 


The board appointed by the Secretary of the Navy to 
report upon the location of a naval station at Pear! 
Harbor, Hawaii, has completed its report, and adheres 
to the first impressions, formed after a cursory exami- 
nation of the situation, which is that this is the only 
suitable site for a harbor in the entire Hawaiian group. 
This fine harbor is the only one capable of naval defense, 
and possesses the only secure anchorage in the group. 
It is probable that considerable progress will be made 
in the matter by the time Congress again assembles, 
and the intention of Secretary Long is to advocate im- 
mediate action looking to the improvement and fortifica- 
tion of this essential element of national defense in 
Hawaii. 

The U. S. collier Hannibal has arrived at Lambert's 
Point, Maryland, and is receiving a cargo of fuel for 
transportation to a foreign station without delay. The 
Department has in view the stocking of several impor- 
tant points with coal, with reference to the needs of the 
future, and the Hannibal will be retained for this duty 
until the requirements of the Service have been attended 
to in all parts of the world. 

Comdr. Dennis H. Mahan, U. 8S. N., is on duty at the 
U. 8S. Naval Station at Bremerton, Wash., and is also in 
command of the tug Nipsic at that station. During the 
recent attempts of the Goldsborough to comply with the 
trials and tests prescribed by the specifications of. the 
Navy Department, Commander Mahan has been in 
charge of the board appointed for the speed trials of the 
boat, and the last report was to the effect that the 
vessel had again broken down in a minor particular, 
and that the trials would be again postponed for a 
further period of ten or twelve days. 
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MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPINES. 


On Sunday evening, April 14, the town of Norza- 
garay was set on fire by ladrones, under the notorious 
leader, Serapio, and almost compi@tély destroyed. The 
town had been furnishing supplies to the band, but 
when the Federal party was established, the citizens 
decided to give no more. Then Serapio threatened to 
burn the place. It was at 9 p. m., that the ladrones 
fell upon the town from three directions. They ap- 
proached to within fifty yards of the soldiers’ quarters 
and poured in a murderous and deadly fire. For three 
hours the fight lasted and two Maca scouts were 
killed. The ladrones then set fire to the town and in 
an hour Norzagaray was a heap of smouldering ruins. 
All of the effects of the officers and men were destroyed 
and Hospital Steward Garland was badly burned in 
trying to save the hospital records. A detachment of 
eleven Macabebe soldiers, who had been sent from 
Angat to the relief of the Norzagaray garrison, approach- 
ing the ladrones.from the rear drove them off at last. 

This is the report of Lieut. Warren Dean, 6th Cav., 
of his fight on March 29: “Struck Talisay ridge on 
the morning of the 19th inst.; the native who was to 
lead me to the cuartel escaped shortly after descend- 
ing into oy Se scattered from troop and was 
ambushed at yards. We ‘captured sonie natives, 
one Of whom said he ‘could lead me to the camp of 
Gonzales; took 32 men, leaving six at ruins of old 
church with horses, and proceeded on foot two miles 
northeast of town. Here I struck insurgents heavily 
entrenched in echelon on side of a hill; we deployed 
and engaged at 500 yards; killed 32 here that I know 
of. This was from three to four o'clock; insurgents 
then attempted to cut us off; I tried to follow back 
but found enemy on all sides; fought our way through 
slowly and in good order, and gained the church. The 
enemy immediately surroundea the church, firing from 
all sides; the lake protected us from the south; I burned 
all nearby house3, and made a clearing; fought here 
until 8.40; natives seemed to be continually reinforced; 
1 called for volunteers to try and cut through the line 
of insurgents; from a number of volunteers I picked 
Sergeant German and privates Wright and Sackness. 
[ put native scout in clothes of captured native and 
sent the four. At nine o'clock firing from enemy ceased. 
Things were quiet all night and the relief got in at 
7a. m. I learmed that Malvar was in command per- 
sonally, with a force of about . My casualties, 
two men slightly wounded. Enemy’s loss at lowest 
estimate 60 and believed to be much more.” 


At 8.45 p. m., on the night of April 16,.the town of 


Bay, Laguna Province, was attacked by armed insur-. 


gents, numbering about fifty riflemen. Two of the 
insurgents had got- into the town and were sneaking 
up one of the main streets, their evident intention being 
to surprise and overpower the sentry on the post at 
the commissary ** Two native policemen, how- 
ever, discovered the intruders and opened fire with 
their revolvers. The main body of gugus were over 
in the rice paddies across the bridge, and they began 
firing into the town. In a twinkling the guard turned 
out and Lieutenant O'Connell, of the gunboat Florida, 
who was visiting the town, went with the guard after 
the attacking foree. Lieutenant Faulkner, commanding 
officer, rushed to quarters, took the remainder of the 
company and deployed over the rice fields across the 
bridge. As a reserve force, Capt. Harry Duncan, 
late of the Q. M. Department at Manila, came chasing 
down the street with the Macabebe scouts. He made a 
very grotesque appearance, with his pajamas and a 
45 Colts in each “mitt.” A few volleys dispersed the 
insurgents and they were followed quite a distance. 

A sham attack was made on Fort San Felipe, Cavite, 
P. L, by the 1st and 3d Battalions of the Marine 
Brigade, under the command of Major Walker, on 
March 29. Barbed wire and other defensive appli- 
ances had been placed around the fort. The attack 
was well planned and brilliantly executed. The invad- 
ing foree was protected by the fire of three field pieces. 
As the advancing force came within the firing zone 
they were greeted by a fusillade from the old Spanish 
cannons on the walls and a fire of musketry. Three 
points were attacked similtaneously. The left wing of 
the attacking force was repulsed as it attempted to 
gain the top of the fort.—The necessity of sending rein- 
forrements to the threatened spot weakened the 
defending force materially at one point. Major Waller 
took advantage of the opening and threw a large body 
of reserves into the breach, forced the gate of the ar- 
senal, and was soon in possession of a portion of 
the fort. Almost at the ‘same time a number of the 
main body gained the top of the wall by means of 
scaling ladders; with that action the victory rested 
won the invaders. The 2d Battalion under the com- 
mand of Major W. P. Biddle, did s —* in their 
defensive works. The bullet riddled flag of the Marine 
Brigade, that had led the men to victory many times 
during the late campaign iu: the China war, was the 
flag that led the victorious party to the capture of the 
fort. One humorous incident was connected with the af- 
fair. The Chinese workmen were leaving the arsenal as 
the invading force carried the gate by storm, and as 
they heard the gun fire they apparently thought they 
were in Pekin and that the invading force had entered 
the sacred city, for they turned and ran as fast as 
their legs could carry them back to the most distant 
part of the yard, and it took some time to restore con- 
fidence in them. 

Much has been said of the guarding of Aguinaldo 
against his own people in Manila, and there has been 
some speculation as to the reason for the native feeling 
against him. It will be remembered that early in_the 
rebellion General Luna, a popular and promising Fili- 
pino officer, was ordered by Aguinaldo to be executed for 
allezed treason. This act has never been forgotten by 
lina’s friends, whose sentiments towards Aguinaldo 
Miay be guessed from this note in the Manila “New 
American” of April 11: “General Luna’s death at 





Aguinaldo’s hands has not been forgotten by the gal- 
lant fighting general’s friends. They have nursed their 
Wrath until some favorable opportunity came to get

Cordon and San Luis. The victims had been tortured 
severely, as shown by the mutilations observed on the 
bodies. From statements of the captured murderers it 
is learned that Feagans and Gray were out hunting 
horses and met a native who stated that he could

out, but instead of being taken to the horses they were 
lured to where a band of insurgents were in camp, and 
the two soldiers were immediately surrounded and taken 
captive. They were kept in captivity for several days 
by the insurgents, who tortured them continually in an 
effort to get their victims to sign a paper to the effect 
that they would never again take up arms a the 
insurgents, but the brave hearted boys steadily refused, 
and for three days they were tortured by having —, 
fingers and even their ears cut off, and late on the thi 
day their legs and heads were almost severed from the 
body, and they were then buried in a shallow pit. 


Chief Clerk Donnelly, of the Adjutant General’s office, 
Manila, is preparing a work that is expected to make 
him famous. He and his corps of assistants are busy 
compiling an index of every reference in the office. 
When completed there will be over 100,000 references 
in the volume, which cover every subject handled by the 
Department for the last ten months, or since the card 
system was introduced. 


The Manila “New American” of April 17,-had a long 
article accusing the Macabebe scouts of all sorts of 
lawless acts. It declared they were guilty of extortion 
and darker crimes and that no woman or girl was safe 
from ill-treatment from their hands. The paper thus 
editorially comments on these revelations: “The Maca- 
bebe scouts had the respect and confidence of the Ameri- 
ean people. It grieves them to hear that these gallant 
warriors have fallen from grace and are now disgrac- 
ing themselves and the uniform they wear. The 
evidence of their misdeeds is rapidly accumulating, 
and there is no longer any doubt of their guilt.” 

The first murderer hanged in Aparri, the northern- 
most district of Luzon, were the three nm a) of 
Private Eugene Anderson, of the 16th Inf., Col. C. C. 
Hood, The men were executed at Tuguegarao, on April 
9. So large were the crowds that flocked to the place 
that precautions against a possible outbreak were taken 
by surrounding the gallows with troops composed of 
Co. G, 16th Inf., Co. K, 49th Vol. Inf., Co. C, U. 8. 
native scouts and the native police of Taguegarao. 
Capt. Wm. Lassiter, 16th Inf., had charge of all the 
troops at the scene. There was no trouble of any 
kind during the whole day, and the natives present 
fully agreed with the authorities that justice had been 
done. 

An amusing controversy followed the recent surrender 
of General Licerio Geronimo, the rebel leader. ‘The 
Federal party laid claim to his sword on the ground that 
he had willed it to them as a souvenir, in recognition of 
their instrumentality in bringing about his surrender. 
Colonel Thompson of the 42d Vol. Inf., according to the 
Manila “Times,” considered the side arm as his prop- 
erty, as it had been delivered to him when Geronimo 
surrendered to him. Then it was claimed that the 
sword the chieftain had turned over was not his own 
but one he borrowed for the occasion. This came out, 
says the “Times,” a few days after the surrender, when 
Geronimo visited Major Batson of the Phillipine Cav- 
alry, who had been pressing him very hard just before 
he gave up and had captured some of his property, nar- 
rowly missing seizing the general himself. hen Ge- 
ronimo visited Major Batson’s room, the first thing he 
laid eyes on was his sword hanging on the wall, and the 
sight somewhat upset him. He told Batson that he felt 
great shame at seeing it there, after he had surren- 
dered voluntarily. Batson explained its capture and 
Geronimo then knew who his relentless pursuer had 
been, Finally the Federal party resigned all claim to 
the sword, leaving Colonel Thompson in possession of 
it. “It is therefore interesting,” says the “Times,” “to 
know that the real weapon worn by Geronimo in the 
war is in the hands of another officer, who made it his 
fair capture, though Colonel Thompson's possession is 
none the less a trophy.” Geronimo had been so cha 
from pillar to post by the Philippine Cavalry and Col. 
Thompson’s men that his command was reduced to 46 
men and 6 staff officers when he surrendered at San 
Mateo, 12 miles northeast of Manila, on March 29. He 
asked for terms, but General Wheaton informed him 
that only unconditional surrender would be accepted. 
San Mateo is the place where General Lawton was 
killed. Another important surrender in which the 42d 
figured was that of Colonel Gonzalez, the insurgent 
civil governor of Manila, at Malabon, on March 31, 
Lieut. Col. Beacom receiving the Colonel’s sword. The 
44 soldiers surrendered were all armed and equip 
and did not appear to have suffered many hardships. 
Colonel Gonzalez was the officer of Malvar’s command 
that surrounded Lieutenant Dean’s detachment, the ac- 
count of which fight appears above. His drawing off 
from the field then is said to have been due to a notice 
from Geronimo that the latter had given up and that 
Gonzalez should do the same.

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COMDR. BARRY ON AGUINALDO’S OAPTURE. 


U. S. 8. Vicksburg, 3d Rate, 
Manila, P. I., March 28, 1901. 
The Commander-in-Chief, U. S. Nayal Force, on Asi- 
atic Station: 

Sir—Since my last report, No. 2, of Feb. 28, 1901, I 
have the honor to report the movements of this vessel 
as follows: 

In obedience to your order of the 2d inst., I anchored 
off Manila the afternoon of the 5th. ‘The afternoon of 
the 6th Brig. Gen. F. Funston aid an expeditionary 
force consisting of Capt. R. F. Hazzard and ist Lieut. 
O. P. M. Hazzard, 11th Cay.; Capt. H. W. Newton, 


34th Inf.; Ist Lieut. B. J. Mitchell, 40th Inf. and 
A. D. C.; 85 Macabebe scouts and L: Segovia, as guide, 
came aboard for transportation; Major W. C. Brown, 
42d Inf.; Capt. H. C. Hodges, 22d Inf., and A. A. Surg. 
W. E. McPherson, also for passage to Baler on Govern- 
ment duty. 

At 7.50 p. m. got under way and stood down the bay. 
Passed Bugui light house, light not burning, Friday 
morning, and passed out of San Bernardino Straits about 
noon. Saturday morning doubled Horadada Rock. 
Found all the coast erroneously charted, but experi- 
enced no difficulty in navigating. 

At the request of General Funston visited Antimonan, 
where necessary supplies were procured for the Maca- 
bebes and efforts made, though without success, to ob- 
tain some bancos. Grounded Saturday night off town 
of Antimonan, as given in full in my letter No. 20. 
Sunday, March 10, got under way at 3.12 p. m. and 
anchored at 9.03 p. m. in Misua Bay for the night. 

Got under way March 11, at 6 a. m., for Polillo, 
where I anchored at 11.06 a. m. Upon approaching the 
anchorage, Went to general quarters and made all prepa- 
rations to resist attack; sent an armed boat ahead to 
sound, and experienced no difficulty in approaching near 
the town. The little chart of this port, on a scale of 
ten miles to an inch, is also wrong. 

At Polilio General Funston bought three bancos, in 
furtherance of his plan, which were brought off to the 
ship and towed astern by a 4-inch hawser. 

I landed two armed boats’ crews to protect the officers, 
if necessary, and took the gig’s crew ashore, also armed; 
but, though some few were sullen, we found the natives 
generally good natured. There were many white flags 
hung out in the town, and it was evident that many of 
the people had fied to the woods at our approach, several 
returning during the day. y 

Tuesday, March 12, got under way and stood up for 
Kasiguran, The wind rose, the sea became violent and 
the bancos labored very much. I slowed the ship almost 
to a standstill, so that, although it had been our inten- 
tion to reach Kasiguran Bay that night, we found it 
impossible to do so. 

Tuesday, March 12, we kept the crews in the bancos, 
but took them out with great difficulty just before dark, 
and we lost one banco before midnight, another at 7 a. 
m. on Wednesday, the third about 5.30 p. m. This 
rendered it necessary to land the expedition, and accord- 
ingly I anchored at 11.45 p. m. Wednesday, March 13, 
in Kasiguran Bay, having come up with all lights 
screened, 

The landing force was disembarked in two detach- 
ments, the first leaving the ship at 1 a. m. Thursday, 
March 14, and the boats returned from landing the 
second detachment at 2 a. m. We were standing out 
by 2.30 a. m., and before daylight were out of sight 
of Kasiguran. I circled to the eastward and south- 
ward and anchored in Baler Bay at 12.15 p. m. Thurs- 
day, March 14. 

In compliance with the prearranged program, I re- 
mained at Baler until the forenoon of the 18th, when 
I got under way and followed the shore line at a dis- 
— of about one mile to the entrance of Kasiguran 

ay. 

Baler consists of but little else than the huts occupied 
by the garrison of one company. The town was burned 
by the Spaniards during the siege. At present the stone 
chureh is used as a store house, it being the only de- 
fensible building in-the place. 

While at Baler I located the grave of the four men 
killed in the capture of Lieutenant Gillmore’s party and 
put up a suitable inscription to mark the spot. In justice 
to the present commanding officer, Captain Detchem- 
endy, I beg to say a burial commission had visited the 
post several months ago, before he had assumed com- 
mand, and examined the neighborhood. They said they 
would return and remove the bodies, and it was because 
he expected this to be done, from month to month, that 
the grave has been so neglected. There is, as yet, no 
trace of Apprentice Venville, who was supposed to have 
been murdered when our soldiers first reached Baler. 
Search is being made for him, and a reward has been 
offered by Captain Detchemendy for information that 
will lead to. the discovery of his fate. 

The Baler River is a small stream flowing into the 
southeastern extremity of the bay, and affording at its 
mouth the best boat landing. Its course is very wining 
and irregular, while the depth varies between two an 
ten to twelve feet. At no place does it approach within 
less than a mile of the city of Baler. A trail leads 
over to Baler through the woods. Below the burial place 
of Gillmore’s men, at a bend in the river, is an extensive 
sand bar, mostly dry at low water. I presume it was 
at this place the boat went aground; the distance from 
the bay, by the river, is about a mile and a half, and 
n a direct line probably less than a quarter of a mile. 

I anchored in Kasiguran Bay at 3.58 p. m. Monday, 
March 18, and proceeded at once to attempt opening 
communication with the town. As we came in, puffs 
if smoke, evidently signals, announced our approach. 
{ took the gig and cutter armed, Lieutenant Patton in 
harge of the cutter, and I was accompanied by Major 
Brown and Captain Hodges; we crossed the bar with 
ome difficulty aud rowed up the river for about three 
miles. ‘The course is very winding, and our general 
idvance was not very great; finally we reached some 
houses and also a suspension bridge. All the houses 
were abandoned and we saw only one man, who fled to 
the woods as soon as we called him. We were com- 
pelled to return without accomplishing anything, and 
reached the ship after dark. 

The following day, Tuesday, the 19th, some natives 
came down abreast the ship and hoisted a white shirt 
on a pole. We hoisted a white flag, and I went ashore 
in a gig, armed, accompanied by Major Brown and 
Captain Hodges. The natives were very shy, and when 
I landed, alone, fled at my approach. 

After a time Major Brown, by going forward un- 
armed, managed to get near one of them, and I was 
enabled to join him by laying aside my revolver. We 
found them all poor farmers and fishermen, a few only 


speaking a little Spanish, so that our intercourse was 
difficult. 

By the distribution of some hard breed and tobacco, 
we restored much of their confidence, and finally got 
three of them to go in the gig to show us where a f 
water stream entered the bay. That same afternoon 
several came aboard the Vicksburg, and we gave 
some articles of clothing, for which they seemed very 
grateful. Of course, ~~ all assured us there were no 
insurrectos about, and that they were all “good” and 
“Amigos.” - 

We obtained the services of one of them as guide, and 
after one failure, owing to the low tide, succeeded in 
getting into the river, and, landing at the river end of a 
trail, reached Kasiguran after a march of about one and 
one-half miles. I took with me about sixteen men, 
Major Brown, Captain Hodges and Naval Cadet Bricker. 

Kasiguran consists of a stone church with priest's 
residence attached, both somewhat dilapidated, and also 
about 100 houses, built in the usual way, with rectangu- 
lar streets. The town was absolutely deserted, but we 
found dogs, pigs and chickens about the houses and a 
clock going and showing correct time. We saw three 
men, all of whom fled at our approach. 

Every known means were used by me, and also by 
our guide, to attract some one, but after an hour’s effort 
we returned to the boats and pulled back to the ship. 
Confidence seemed to be spreading about the bay, as 
several strange natives came aboard. Fishing in the 
bay has been resumed, and I have no doubt that, with 
sufficient time, the population of Kasiguran could be in- 
duced to visit us. There seems to be no money used 
here, everybody prefers barter, clothing especially, in 
exchange for chickens and other things. I saw several 
extensive rice fields and a few little patches of corn, 
beans and other vegetables. Every “shack” seems to 
possess chickens and many of the farms have pigs. At 
Kasiguran were six or eight ponies in a field grazing. 

A small fresh water stream flows down the hillside 
on the northeastern side of the bay, near the river. 
The water was pronounced by the surgeon to contain 
organic matter rendering it unfit, for general drinking, 
but it is suitable for filling the boilers. By use of hose 
.we took aboard, from the sailing launch, about 10,000 
gallons in less than three days. 

Sunday, March 24, I made a final effort to communi- 
cate with the interior natives, and went up the eastern 
river again, accompanied by Major Brown and Lieu- 
tenant Glennon. We succeeded in stopping one native 
at the bridge previously mentioned and conversed with 
him, buying a little fruit, for which he took money. 
Several others fled at our approach and the houses along 
the river were deserted. 

Got under way at 3.30 p. m., and stopped off the ex- 
peditionary force's landing place to look for some signs 
of their presence. We saw only some signs of fires, 
that could have been made by anyone. At daylight, 
Monday, March 25, we were off Palanan, as agreed upon, 
Owing to the uncertainty of all geographical positions 
along the northeastern coast of Luzon, I examined a 
strip of perhaps fifteen to twenty miles, so as to be 
sure of Palanan Bay, intending to enter it after dark. 
Having located the bay satisfactorily to myself, I steamed 
up towards the entrance, to make the land off the river 
mouth. When about ten miles from the upper end of the 
bay, at 12.58 p. m., I saw a column of smoke where I 
believed the river to be. I ordered full speed at 1.10, 
and steamed in later; we had the satisfaction to receive 
a wig-wag message saying “We have him,” and all 
doubts were removed. 

We got 55 fathoms with the Thompson sounding 
machine close to the shoal water, so I did not anchor 
but kept the vessel in position head to the sea, and at 
2.30 p. m. sent in the sailing Taunch and two cutters, 
under Lieutenant Long, and the whale boat under Naval 
Cadet Bricker, going myself in the gig. There was a 
heavy surf beating on the shore, but through the con- 
stant and persistent efforts of the gig and whale boats’ 
crews we succeeded in conveying the whole party to the 
larger boats. Each whale boat made five trips through 
the surf without swamping, although nearly filled each 
time with water, and carrying nine or ten passengers, 
with arms, baggage, etc. There were 94 persons in the 
party, including one helpless wounded man on a stretcher. 
I cannot speak too highly of the exertions and work of 
these boats’ crews during the whole of this dangerous 
undertaking. 

In addition to Brigadier General Funston’s party of 
90, there were received aboard. Emilio Aguinaldo, Si- 
meon Villa, Santiago Barcelona, Benjamin Ligero, pris- 
oners. Making a total of 94. 

We hoisted boats and started for Manila at 5A5 p. 
m. Passed Cape Engano at 6 a. m. Tuesday, March 
26, and Cape Bojeador at 3.55 p. m. the same day. 
Entered Manila Bay by the Boca Chica with all lights 
screened until Caballo bore abaft the beam, and an- 
chored at 2.55 a. m. Thursday, March 28, about five 
miles to the northward of Manila. 

At 6 a. m. General Funston, Lieutenant Mitchell and 
Emilio Aguinaldo left the ship in the steam launch, 
under the command of Lieutenant Glennon, and deliv- 
ered their prisoner to Major General McArthur. 

Got under way at 10.30 a. m., after the return of the 
steam launch, and held target practice in the upper 
part of the bay. 

After communicating with you I shall proceed to the 
anchorage off Manila to land the detachment. 

In closing this report I beg to refer with the greatest 
satisfaction to the excellent conduct and zeal displayed 
by the officers and men. The conduct of the ship's com- 
pany, under all circumstances. throughout a somewhat 
trying time, has been beyond praise; zealous aboard 
ship and orderly ashore.

This is an accurate account of the Vicksburg expedi- 
tion with General Funston, resulting in the capture of 
Aguinaldo, but it does not very clearly set forth the 
excellence with which Commander Barry, his officers 
and crew successfully carried out a very difficult under- 
taking. 

The Army, through General MacArthur, has testified 
its appreciation of the Vicksburg’s co-operation. The 
commander-in-chief wishes to add that the whole plan 
was carried out in a manner worthy of great praise, 
and commends Commander Barry, his officers and crew 
to the favorable consideration of the Department.

AUDITOR FOR THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


The Auditor of the War Department has issued 
circulars of interest to the Army. In one, dated 
13, 1901, it is stated that under the decisions by 
Comptroller, construing the acts of Jan. 12, 1899, M 
3, 1899, and May 26, 1000, it is held that: 

“The extra pay provided for by the act of Jan. 12, 
1899, was in lieu of the furlough; therefore any officer or 
enlisted man who had the benefits of said furlough, al- 
though he may have been mustered out with his organi- 
zation after Jan. 12, 1899, is not entitled to extra 
under the act. But officers and enlisted men who were 
held to actual service during a substantial part of the 
furlough period have the same right to extra pay under 
the acts of Jan. 12, 1899, and March 3, 1899, that they 
would have had if no members of the organization to 
which they belonged had been furloughed. An enlisted 
man or officer who was granted a furlough with his 
organization to await muster out is not entitled to the 
extra pay, though he may have been sick during his 
furlough, nor can the extra pay be allowed to the heirs 
of enlisted men or officers who were granted and availed 
themselves of such furlough and died while on furlough 
or thereafter. 

“The act of March 3, 1899, supra, Re ym to ‘enlisted 
men in the Regular Army who enlis subsequently to 
the declaration of war for the war only,’ as individuals, 
and if such enlisted men served honestly and faithfully, 
grants to them the extra pay provided in the acts on 
muster out and discharge from the service, whether be- 
fore or after the passage of the act, without regard to the 
muster out and discharge of the organization to which 
they belonged. The same provision applies to enlisted 
men of Volunteers who were not granted furloughs to 
await muster out, ‘the enlistment in the Regular Arm 
must have been between April 21, 1898, and Oct. o€, 
1898, and such extra pay can not be allowed until after 
the soldier has been discharged, which discharge must 
have been prior to Jan. 1, 1900, 

“Officers and enlisted men of the Regular Army hold- 
ing commissions in the Volunteer Army, who, on muster 
out and discharge from service in Volunteer organizations 
return to duty, rank and nay in the Regular Army, are 
not entitled to the extra pay, as they are not d rged 
from the military service of the United States. Extra 
pay cannot be allowed when the discharge was for the 
soldier's own convenience; bat Volunteers discharged 
after their organizations have been ordered mustered out 
are held to be entitled. Extra pay can not be allowed 
to heirs of soldiers of the Regular Army who. died in 
service. Officers or enlisted men are not entitled to extra 
pay under above acts for service in the Volunteer Army, 
organized under act of March 2, 1899, which includes 
the 26th te the 49th U. 8. Vol. Infantry, and also other 
volunteer organizations. No legislation was enacted by 
Congress at the last session relative to extra pay to 
Volunteers. This circular covers all material legislation 
in regard to extra pay up to date.” 

Another circular of the Auditor, dated April 3, 1901, 
says: “In the examination and adjustment of claims 
presented to this office on account of the services of 
officers or enlisted men of the Army, it is held that a 
claim presented for any item or items, in a continuous 
service from which the officer or enlisted man has been 
separated, is an application for an adjustment of all 
items of pay and allowances, of every nature, involved 
in such service. Upon any such claim presented, and 
received for settlement, the entire account of the officer 
or enlisted man, as of the service described, will be ex- 
amined and balance certified accordingly. Anything in 
circular letter of this office, described as Form’ No, q 
and quoted in a decision of the Comptroller of the 
Treasury, dated Feb. 27, 1900 (6 Comp., 692), that indi- 
cates that claims are not to be considered unless stated 
specifically in writing, is hereby revoked and withdrawn. 
It is, however, expected that claimants will specify 
wherein the Government is indebted to them, and the 
right is reserved to require such reasonable specifications 
and particularity in the applications of claimants as to 
indicate that the applicant has a bona fide claim against 
the Government. 

“In the settlement of such claims, every item will be 
allowed or disallowed, or action thereon suspended, when 
settlement is made; however, action will not be suspended 
on any item unless it be deemed in the interest of the 
Government to do so. Any item on account of which 
credit or debit is made in the statement of account, or 
which is — disallowed, is held to be settled. In 
case of items disallowed, so far as practicable, the 
reason for the disallowance will be stated. 

“The rules herein announced do not apply to modify in 
any way the decision of the Comptroller of the Treasury 
of Sept. 25, 1897 (4 Comp., 148), wherein it was deter- 
mined as indicated by the syllabus, that: “The claim of 
an officer or enlisted man in the Regular Army, who has 
served many years; for a specified item in his account 
should not be regarded (Digest Second Comp., Dee., vol. 
3, sec. 364) as requiring a revision of his entire account 
from the date on which he entered the ‘ 
general claim of an heir for pay and allowances due 
such an officer or enlisted man, who has died in the 
service, should be regarded as a claim for his pay and 
allowances from the date of his last payment to the 
date of his death. Such claims, in cases of officérs and 
enlisted men who have so served, are not to be 
as applications for rehearing, unless they clearly raise 
a question of error in the prior settlement.”

THE ISLAND OF JOLO. 


In a report received at the War Department from the 
commanding officer at Jolo, Island of Jolo, Sulu Archi- 
pelago, is some interesting information regarding that 
remote section of our new possessions. Jolo, which, 
with the exception of Tawi Tawi, is the most remote isl- 
and belonging to the United States, lies in the Sea of 
Jolo, about 100 miles due east from the easternmost 
point of Borneo, 788 miles S.S.E. from Manila, 8,681 
from San Francisco, and 11,828 from Washington. ‘The 
island was first occupied on May 19, 1899, when Cos. 
B, C, D, B, KF G, H and L, 23d Infantry, under Capt. 
B. B. Pratt, relieved the Spanish General Huertas, who 
had with him a garrison of twenty-four officers and 800 
— The village of Jolo is thus described by Major 
Sweet: 

“It is hardly more than a good-sized military post, 
beautifully laid out, with broad, clean streets, lined with 
flowering trees and gardens, and surrounded by a loop- 
holed wall about eight feet high and one and one-half 
feet thick. «he population is estimated at 400, mostly 
Chinamen, one German, no other Europeans. Four male 
Moros live within the walls. The public buildings are 
in a dilapidated condition. The Governor’s residence 
and office is one small building. There is one group of 
barracks (four buildings), which will accommodate one 
battalion. The theatre will accommodate one company, 
and outlying blockhouses two companies. A commis- 
sary, post-office, schoolhouse, a hospital for about 100 
beds, a market, and some few small structures compose 
the remainder of the public buildings.”

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The report for the month ending with Maren, 1901, 
of Col. Charles R. Greenleaf, chief surgeon at Manila, 
to Surgeon General Sternberg shows that out of a 
strength of 59,050 men the sickness was 7 per cent. An 
experiment was about to be tried by sending 150 men 
on a sea voyage on the hospital ship Relief, as it was 
believed that such a change would be beneficial to them. 
Colonel Greenleaf reports the general health of the com- 
mand as excellent. There had been an outbreak of 
smallpox in Southern Luzon, but it was practically 
stamped out by the vigilant work of the surgeons. Colo- 
nel Greenleaf says the health conditions of Manila are 
better than for any corresponding period during the 
American occupation. All children are vaccinated be- 
fore being allowed to attend school,

ENGLAND'S FLOATING BATTERIES. 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 15, 1901. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In your foreign items of May 4 you have one in re- 
gard to the floating batteries England built at the time 
of the Criméan War. You say there were four that 
went to the Crimea, where they did service at Kinburn 
and elsewhere. Please allow me to say that this is a 
mistake. There were four built, the Meteor, Glatton, 
Terrible and Thunder; you have the names of two 
last Terror and Thunderbolt. They did not have those 
names when built. The Thunder was burned before 
she was launched, and was built in the same yard as the 
Great Eastern, which was being built at the same time. 
As to going to the Crimea, only the Meteor and Glatton 
went there, and were towed out and back. In Novem- 
ber they were at Constantinople when they received 
orders to go up and join the fleet. The Meteor’s orders 
were to go to Odessa, and she was taken in tow by 
the Trent, the ship which made such a stir in 61, when 
Mason and Slidell were taken out of her. When they 
got to Odessa there were no other vessels in sight. The 
Glatton’s orders were to go to Kinburn and there meet 
the fleet. She was in time to see the bombardment and 
surrender, but took no part in what was going on. She 
was there as a spectator only. The order to the Meteor 
was something like Lord Raglan’s order at Balaclava: 
somebody blundered. ; 

The other ships were beating about until next day, 
when the Agamemnon hove in sight and signaled to the 
Meteor to go to Kinburn. She got there on a Saturday 
morning, and the place surrendered the day before. 
Sunday morning she left, passed by Sebastapol and took 
position some ten miles south of there at a place called 
Kazitch Bay. She and the Glatton stayed all winter. 
In February the Meteor got orders to go home, when 
the Trent took her in tow again and reached Ports-

mouth about May 1, when she was dismantled, oy out 
of commission and her men paid off. From time 
both of them left Sheerness until they got back to 
Portsmouth they did not do the value of one penny 
of service. As to the other two, they should not be 
mentioned in connection with the war, except that oq 
were built for it. I was one of the Meteor’s crew; 
presume there are few if any of them alive except my- 
self. When discharged I came to this country, landed 
in New York on the fifth of July following, lived in 
Massachusetts until the war commenced, put on a suit 
of blue and went out with the boys.

The decisive factors in the allied attack upon the Rus- 
sian works at Kinburn, Oct. 17, 1855, were the French 
iron-clad batteries Devastation, Lave and Tonnante, 
each of which fought twelve guns on a broadside. Their 
projectiles when fired at a short range, 800 yards, which 
would have been impossible to unarmored vessels, and 
they produced such telling effect that the Russians were 
unable to give any attention to the unarmored vessels of 
the allies, which escaped without the loss of a man. 
A few men were injured on the ironclads by shot 
splinters entering their portholes, which were their 
weak point, being three feet four inches by two feet 
ten inches. No shots penetrated their sides, in no 
cases making more than a dent from one to one and a 
half inches deep, the Russian shot glancing off from 
their sloping sides. The Devastation was hit thirty-one 
times on her side and forty-four times on her deck, the 
Lave had sixty shots and the Tonnante about the same 
number. In the Russian fort of sixty-two guns and 
mortars, twenty-nine were dismounted. The two other 
French iron-clads, the Congreve and Foudroyante, did 
not take part in the action, not having left France. 
The English had ordered four similar craft, the Glat- 
ton, Meteor, Thunder and Trusty, but they were not 
then ready. Four similar but somewhat improved bat- 
teries, the Etna, Erebus, Terror and Thunderbolt, were 
ordered in England a little later. None of these ar- 
mored vessels were seaworthy, and those in the Crimea 
were sent out in charge of frigates. The English ves- 
sels arrived in the Black Sea a week after the bombard- 
ment of Kinburn. 

As early as 1530, one of the fleet of the Knights of 
St. John was sheathed with lead which is said to have 
successfully resisted the shot of that day. New armor 
was suggested in the United States in 1812, and in 
1814, Thomas Gregg of Pennsylvania, patented a bomb- 
proof vessel. Stevens’ battery was commenced in 1842, 
but it was never completed for service and was finally 
given up.

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


In his speech at the formal opening of the Pan-Ameri- 
ean Exposition at Buffalo, Senator Lodge made an elo- 
quent speech, the theme of which was the maintenance 
of the Monroe doctrine. Addressing the representatives 
of the South American States the Senator said: “To 
you of the Central and the Southern continent I believe 
that the American people and the Government of the 
United States would say, if they could speak with a 
single voice, that they desire nothing so much as to 
strengthen all the bonds which connect them with your 
republics. We hope that you will believe that this is 
not the expression of a mere civility. We desire that 
you should regard the United States as your best friend. 

Je seek no intention to the southward. We desire 
nothing that is yours. We ask only for your friendship, 
for your commerce and for your good will. 

“We also earnestly hope that you will unite with us 
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in the support of what we hallere te be the true 

for America, both North and South. That 

all the puspecs ef damian —— the 
a purpose o a lose the ; 
continents and extending belief in the solidarity of 
American interests. That doctrine is that no possession 
now held by Hurope -is to be disturbed, but that Buro 
is to acquire no new possessions and to extend no 
ones. Under no pretense can we of the American hemi- 
sphere suffer Europe to enter in and establish colonies 
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or seek to partition Central or South America. We can- 
not—we will not—permit any great military power to 
enter this hemisphere, settle » by our force 


us to create great standing armies, and from some point 
of vantage offer an eternal menace ‘to our ce. No 
power which now has no foothold in this hemisphere 
can be permitted to come in here and by purchase, lease 
or other arrangement get control of even the smallest 
island for the purpose of establishing a naval station or 
a place of arms. When Spain sued for peace we could 
have demanded from her an island which would have 
given us a naval station in Buropean waters, but we 
made no such request. In return, we say no European 
power shall come in here to establish a naval station in 
the Caribbean Sea. A place of arms at that point, 
owned or controlled by one of the powers of Europe not 
now owning any territory in America would be a menace 
to the canal and to every South American State. Under 
no conditions, under no stress of circumstances can the 
smallest island or the most barren promontory on either 
continent ever be ceded or sold to one of the great 
powers of Europe. 

“This danger is real. It cannot be warded off by brave 
words, by Fourth of July orations or by confident boast- 
ing of our strength and resources. It can only be 
avoided by a thorough agreement among all American 
States upon the Monroe Doctrine and by unceasing 
watchfulness, — preparation and the most abso- 
lute readiness on the part of the United States.”

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HOW TITUS GOT HIS. APPOINTMENT. 


The Manila ““Times” of April 6 says the appointment 
as a cadet at*West Point of Calvin P. Titus, trumpeter 
of Co. E, 14th Inf., the first man to scale Pekin’s 
walls, was the result of a letter signed by the officers 
of that gallant regiment, unanimously requesting that 
Titus be named for West Point. This letter was pre- 
pared soon after the return from China, and was for- 
warded through military channels to. President McKin- 
ley. “This action on the part of the 14th Infantry 
officers is a mark of their thorough appreciation of 
valorous conduct and unprejudiced recognition of the 
same,” says the “Times.” 

The “Times” then proceeds to describe the circum- 
stances in which Titus’s feat was accomplished. The 
Americans found the Russians, who had precipitated 
the fight, hemmed in by a cross fire from the walls, un- 
able to move and hugging every chance of concealment 
from the Chinese bullets. The 14th Infantry found a 
corner of the wali, at the northeast corner, where miss- 
ing bricks enabled them, man by man, to scale its slop- 
ing face. BE Co., under Lieutenant Gohn, came first, 
H Co. followed and later G Co. Those who were first 
up drew the rifles of their comrades up~by a chain of 
sling straps, and they then cleared the walls of the 
enemy and relieved the hard pressed Russians. Later, 
when the colors were sent for, Private Diedrichs gal- 
lantly rode back to the regiment and returned with 
Color Sergeant Hauser, one carrying the regimental and 
the other the national colors. These men Crossed a 
canal bridge and an open space of a hundred yards be- 
yond, which was literally raked by the enemy’s fire 
from the left flank, in order to reach the wall. General 
Chaffee and staff had tried to cross this fire zone just 
before but had been driven back. Reaching the wall 
the colors were drawn up by canteen straps tied to- 
gether, and planted on the ramparts of the Northern 
Capital. This was at 11.03 a. m., while the soldiers 
sealed the wall about 10.30 a. m. 

“While Titus’s act stands foremost,” continues the 
“Times,” “it was not the only deed of daring and cour- 
age performed by men of the gallant 14th. Colonel 


Daggett and his adjutant, Captain Leonard, were the 
first men into the Imperial or Forbidden City. But B 
Co. stands first in the regiment. Besides us, Liew- 
tenant Gohn, commanding, was the first officer to scale 
the wall of the Chinese city on Aug, 14, On the oc- 
casion of the entry to the Imperial. City, and _ bitter 
fighting in the storming of the six ¥ poy of the Palace, 
an act of rare merit was performed by another E Co. 
man. This was Private Kaufman, who went through 
a gateway with Private Gloyd, of the Hospital Corps; 
and passed under a terrific fire to rescue Private Simp- 
kins, of E Co., who was lying wounded, exposed to a 
hot fire. Simpkins was rescued but aufman fell, 
shot through the stomach, and later died.” 





WORK IN BEHALF OF SAILORS. 


We hear constant references in our naval service to the 
excellent work done during the past thirty years in be- 
half of British sailors by Miss Agnes Weston, and a 
somewhat similar office of womanly kindness and sym- 
pathy has been undertaken by Miss Helen Gould in 
promoting the work of establishing homes for man-of- 
war's men on this side of the Atlantic. The annual 
meeting in connection with Miss Weston’s sailors’ rests 
was held this year in Exeter Hall, London, early in 
May. The reports showed that $121,420 had been 
taken in at the three rests at Portsmouth, Davenport 
and Regham during the year, and that the funds of the 
organization had been increased from $26,445 to $62,220. 

To the British sailors fighting their country’s battles in 
South Africa and China had been sent 20,000 pairs of 
socks, 20,000 tams, 15,000 packets of writing materials 
und thousands of other things, including Bibles, Testa- 


ments and prayer cards, to the value of over $15,000. 
For Christmas Miss Weston also sent out as a personal 
gift to the same men a large number of plum puddings, 
each of which was enclosed in a tin. As to literature 
the year had been a record one, 135,508 parcels of pam- 
phiets, etc., weighing over thirty tons, having been sent 








out, and the number of “Monthly Letters” and of Fi 
of “Ashore and Afloat” circulated totalling up to 

730. As to temperance work during oon the 

taken at home and abroad numbered 19,7 

medals, stars and cards of honor had been distributed 
among sailors since the commencement of 1900 as awards 
for total abstinence. Further, it was stated that 
Weston lately received a cablegram from Admiral Sey- 
mour in China asking her on behalf of himself and 
men to look after the widows, mothers and orphans of 
sailors who had gone out to the Celestial Empire, and 
stating that $2, from themselves would follow for the 
purpose. 








A story told by Commander A. V. Wadhams, U. 8. 
N., at a meeting in behalf of the sailors, held in New 
York recently, shows the strength of the appetite for 
strong drink with which many a fine sailor is cursed. 
An old man-of-war’s man had returned from a long 
cruise with quite a pot of money, which he was anxious 
to carry home with him to his old sister. He knew 
that it was beyond his power to run the gauntlet of the 
liquor saloons lining the street leading from the Navy 
Yard, so, with his consent, he was put in a closed car- 
riage, with two companions to watch over him. As he 
was leaving the yard he insisted that the door of the 
carriage should be fastened with a piece of ratlin, so 
that he could not get out ina hurry. “Just as soon as I 
get the smell of the liquor,” he explained, “I am sure to 
make a break for the rum shop.” Another good story, 
illustrating sailor peculiarities, told on the same occasion, 
was that of a sailor who left $800 in the keeping of the 
manager of the Sailors’ Rest near the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard. The next day he came and drew of his 
deposit. Late that night he came back and demanded 
another $50. But he was then in such a condition that 
he went away satisfied with the $2 handed to him. 
When he returned, after “sobering off,” and asked for 
his $700, he was told that there was $748 to hig credit. 
When the matter was explained to him, he said: “Was 
that only $2 that you gave me the second time? Well 
anyhow I had just as royal good time on it as I ha 
with the first fifty.”
